LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL. 



To His Excellency Samuel W. Pennypacker, Governor of Pennsyl- 
vania: 

Sir: The undersigned, appointed by you Commissioners of the 
Topographic and Geologic Survey of Pennsylvania, under Act of 
Assembly, approved May 11, 1905, have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report of the results of the work.

Harrisburg, Pa., July 2, 1906. 
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In addition to directing and supervising the work of the other 
triangulatops, Mr. S. S. Gannett measured a primary base on the 
line of the Pennsylvania Railroad near Hillside and occupied numer- 
ous stations in the areas in which the various parties were working, 
either in the course of the supervision of their work or in conjunc- 
tion with them. 

Prof. A. H. Thompson was engaged in extending triangulation in 
the general neighborhood of Indiana and Greensburg; Mr. p. L. 
McNair, between Indiana and Clarion; Mr. Walter R. Harper, be- 
tween Uniontown, Greensburg and Pittsburg; Mr. D. H. Baldwin, 
between Beaver and Pittsburg; Mr. Sledge Tatum, between Morgan- 
town, W. Va., and Uniontown, Pa., also between Chambersburg, 
McConnellsburg, Everett and Altoona; Mr. Oscar Jones, between 
Elmira, N. Y., and Tioga, Bloomsburg and Williamsport, Pa. 

The gross results of the field work of these parties was the occu- 
pation and monumenting of ninety-eight separate stations, the es- 
tablishment of nine meridian marks, at as many county seats, and 
the furnishing of primary control for 7,500 square miles, included 
within the limits of 33 15' quadrangles. These cover portions of the 
following 17 counties, namely: Erie, Tioga, Potter, Lycoming, York, 
Franklin, Fulton, Bedford, Fayette, Greene, Washington, Westmore- 
land, Indiana, Armstrong, Clarion, Allegheny, Beaver. 

1900. 

During the entire season Messrs. Thompson and Baldwin were in 
charge of parties engaged in extending primary triangulation in the 
central and western portions of the State. Mr. Tatum was engaged 
in similar work in Western Pennsylvania during portions of April 
and May, and Mr. Gannett during portions of August and September. 
The result of the field work of these parties was the occupation and 
monumenting of 47 stations, which furnished primary control for 
15 15' quadrangles. These cover portions of the following ten coun- 
ties: Adams, Cumberland, Bedford, Blair, Cambria, Huntingdon, 
Greene, Washington, Allegheny and Beaver. In addition, one meri- 
dian was marked by posts at Washington county seat, and the West- 
chester quadrangle was controlled by fifty miles of primary traverse 
by Mr. Tatum in March, 1901. 

1901. 

Triangulation in the central portion of the State was extended 
from the vicinity of Altoona and Ebensburg so as to control seven 
15-minute quadrangles in Cambria, Clearfield and Jefferson coun- 
ties. Twenty-two stations were occupied and 4 secondary points 
were located by Mr. S. S. Gannett. Connection was also made with 
the work of 1899 in Indiana county, aud a circuit of 370 miles in 
length was thus completed. 



STATE OP PENNSYLVANIA. U 

The Westchester quadrangle, in Chester county, was controlled in 
March, 1901, by the primary traverse party of Mr. Sledge Tatum. 

1902. 

Mr. Sledge Tatum, topographer, was engaged for one month in 
extending triangulation in the central portion of the State. 

Seven signals were erected and the position of four stations were 
determined. In the course of this work one quadrangle was con- 
trolled, covering portions of Snyder and Juniata counties. 

Two fifteen minute quadrangles northeast of Pittsburg were con- 
trolled in May, 1903, by Mr. D. H. Baldwin, assistant topographer, 
who located seven new stations for this purpose. 

1903. 

One fifteen minute quadrangle in Crawford county and one quad- 
rangle in Chester county were controlled by 96 miles of primary 
traverse by Mr. C. B. Kendall. 

1904. 

The Phoenixville and Honeybrook (Suplee) 15-minute quadrangles, 
in Berks, Chester and Lancaster counties, were controlled by 116 
miles of primary traverse by Mr. E. L. McNair. 

The Neshannock and Stoneboro quadrangles, in Mercer county, 
were controlled by 69 miles of traverse, run by Mr. J. R. Ellis. The 
Honeygrove, Loysville and Shippensburg quadrangles, in Franklin, 
Juniata, Perry and Snyder counties, were controlled by 9 triangu- 
lation stations located by Mr. George T. Hawkins, topographer. 

1906. 

In Warren county two 15' quadrangles were controlled by the 
party of Mr. E. L. McNair, topographer, which located 10 triangula- 
tion stations. 

In Berks, Lancaster and York counties 2 quadrangles were con- 
trolled by the primary traverse party of Mr. C. E. Kendall, and 1 
quadrangle was controlled by the party of Mr. J. R. Ellis, the total 
number of miles of primary traverse control being 179. 



RESULTS OF TOPOGRAPHIC SURVEYING. 



The topographic work done since the beginning of the co-opera- 
tive work and the results accomplished are shown by the following 
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account of the work of each year, and by the tables based on the 
reports of the Director of the United States Geological fiurvey. 

1899. 

There were maintained on this work during portions of the season 
six parties. Mr. Frank Sutton, topographer, was placed in general 
charge of a group of three parties, headed by himself and Messrs. 
R. D. Cummin and A. C. Roberts, topographers. During the season 
there parties completed the mapping of four quadrangles — the Erie- 
Girard, Uniontown and Masontown, in Erie, Crawford, Fayette and 
Greene counties. In addition, they completed the control of a por- 
tion of the mapping of the Brownsville and Connellsville quad- 
rangles, in Fayette, Washington and Westmoreland counties. Dur- 
ing the months of July, August, September and October Mr. J. H. 
Jennings, topographer, assisted by Messrs. J. H. Wheat and J. W. 
Thom, topographers, and Mr. A. H. Bumstead, assistant topographer, 
completed the mapping of the Elkland and Gaines quadrangles, and 
the control of the Tioga and a portion of the Antrim and Mercers- 
burg quadrangles, in Tioga county. Mr. Sutton's parties com- 
menced field work early in April, and were disbanded early in No- 
vember. The area surveyed was mapped to a scale of 1 :62,500, with 
a contour interval of 20 feet, and aggregated 1,257 square miles of 
finished topography. In connection with this line 526 linear miles 
of spirit levels were run and 53 permanent bench marks were es- 
tablished. 

Portions of the sourthern border of the State were surveyed in 
connection with the filling out of quadranglar areas in West Virginia 
and Maryland. This work was in charge of Mr. W. Carvel Hall, 
topographer, assisted by Mr. W, N. Morrill, assistant topographer, 
and various temporary aids. In all, there were thus mapped fifty- 
two square miles on the northern borders of the Hancock and Havre 
de Grace quadrangles, in Fulton, Franklin, Lancaster and Chester 
counties. 

1900. 

During portions of the season seven parties were maintained 
on this work. Mr. Frank Sutton, topographer, was placed in gen- 
eral charge of a group of three parties, headed by Messrs. J. H. 
Wheat, topographer; T. G. Bassinger, assistant topographer, and 
himself. Messrs. W. N. Morrill and A. C. Rogerts, topographers, 
spent the months of May and June on the same group of work 
under Mr. Sutton's direction. During the season these parties com- 
pleted the mapping of four quadrangles — Indiana, Latrobe, Connells- 
ville and Brownsville — covering portions of Indiana, Westmoreland, 
Fayette, Washington and Allegheny. They also completed the con- 
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trol and partial mapping of tke Wajnesburg, Beaver, Rural Valley 
and Eidersridge quadrangles, covering portions of Greene, Beaver, 
Allegheny, Armstrong and Indiana counties. Mr. W. L. Miller, top- 
ographer, spent the months of May, June, July and August, and Mr. 
W. C. Hall, topographer, the month of September in charge of a 
party which completed the mapping of the Kittanning quadrangle, 
covering portions of Armstrong, Butler and Clarion counties. Mr. 
R. D. Cummin, topographer, spent the season in charge of a party 
which completed the mapping of the Mercersburg and Chambersburg 
quadrangles, covering portions of Fulton and Franklin counties; 
also, the control and partial mapping of the Carlisle quadrangle, 
(M)vering portions of Cumberland, York and Adams counties. Mr. 
A. M. Walker, topographer, completed the mapping of the Everett 
and Tioga quadrangles, covering portions of Bedford and Tioga 
counties, and the mapping of part of the Hollidaysburg quadrangle, 
in J31air, Huntingdon and Bedford counties. Mr. Hersey Munroe, 
topographer, was engaged throughout the season, ass-isted during 
the months of September, October and November by Mr. W. R. 
Harper assistant topographer, in completing the mapping of the 
Wernersville, Slatington and Boyertown quadrangles, covering por- 
tions of Lebanon, Berks, Lancaster, Northampton, Lehigh, Bucks 
and Montgomery counties; also, the partial mapping of the West 
Chester quadrangle, covering portions of Chester, Delaware and 
Newcastle counties. Mr. Glenn S. Smith, topographer, spent the 
month of October in mapping a small portion of the Galeton quad- 
rangle, in Tioga and Potter counties. 

The area surveyed was mapped to the scale of 1:62,500, with a 
contour interval of 20 feet, and aggregated 2,760 square miles of 
finished topography. In connection with this, 1,932 miles of spirit 
levels were run and 100 permanent bench marks were established. 

Portions of the southern border of the State were surveyed in 
connection with the filling out of quadrangular areas in Maryland 
and West Virginia by the co-operative topographic surveys of those 
States. The work near the Maryland boundary was under the general 
charge of Mr. W. Carvel Hall, topographer, assisted by Messrs. A. C. 
Roberts, topographer, and W, N. Brown, assistant topographer. This 
party mapped fifty-two square miles on the northern edge of Blair 
and Parkton quadrangles, in York county. The work near the West 
Virginia boundary was under the general direction of Mr. A. M. 
Walker, topographer, aided by Mr. J. M. Whitman, Jr., field assist- 
ant. This party completed the mapping of twenty-six square miles 
on the northern edge of Morgantown quadrangle, in Greene and 
Fayc^tte counties. 
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190L . 

During the field season, beginning early in April, work was carried 
on in 18 quadrangles. Of these, field work was completed in six lying 
wholly within the State, and one lying partly in Delaware, and one 
partly in West Virginia and Ohio, the completed quadrangle being 
Waynesburg, Rural V-alley and Beaver, under direction of Mr. Frank 
Sutton, Huntingdon and Hollidaysburg, under Mr. Walker; Carlisle 
and West Chester, under Mr. Wheat. The Wheeling quadrangle was 
completed under direction of Mr. Hall. The completed quadrangles 
having an area in Pennsylvania of 1,534 square miles. In addition 
there were 316 square miles mapped in 10 other quadrangles, 9 of 
them lying entirely within the State. Six hundred and fifty-eight 
miles of spirit levels were run 59 bench marks and 2901 elevations 
determined. The area surveyed embraced parts of 20 counties: 
Greene, Armstrong, Indiana, Allegheny, Beaver, Blair, Huntingdon, 
Cumberland, Chester, Delaware, Washington, Westmoreland, Law- 
rence, Clearfield, Cambria, Bedford, Somerset, Lancaster, Jjebanon 
and York. 

190?. 

Five parties were maintained in the field during the season, which 
extended from the middle of May until the middle of October. 
Messrs. Prank Sutton and Robert D. Cummin, topographers, had 
charge of a group of parties which complet(*d the mapping of the 
Barnesboro, Curwensville, Ebensburg and I*atton quadrangles, par- 
tially mapped the Houtzdale quadrangle, and secured partial control 
for the Johnstown, Punxsutawney, Rogersville and Sideling Hill 
quadrangles. Mr. Cummin had charge of a party which completed 
the survey of the Amity quadrangle, and Messrs. E. B. Clark and 
J. H. Wheat, topographers, had charge of parties which completed 
the Eldersridge^ Lancaster and New Castle quadrangles. These sur- 
veys covered portions of Washington, Indiana, Cambria, Clearfield, 
Bedford, Armstrong, Westmoreland, Lancaster, Lebanon, Lawrence, 
Beaver, Center, Jefferson, Greene, Pulton and Franklin counties. 
The total area surveyed was 1,694 square miles, for publication on 
the scale of 1:62,500, with a contour interval of 20 feet, in connec- 
tion with which 1,693 linear miles of levels were run and 56 p<*r- 
manent bench marks were established. 

In northern Pennsylvania 63 miles of precise levels were run by 
Mr. Baldwin in order to check the precise level net of Pennsylvania 
and thus furnish data by which all the levels could be reduced to 
mean sea level. In the course of this work four jxTmanent bench 
marks were established. 

1903. 

In June it was arranged to extend the terms of the agreement 
to cover the work of 1903. It was decided to allot f 15,000.00 each 
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for topographic work. Six parties were engaged in the mapping 
of sixteen quadrangles, two of them lying partly in West Virginia 
and one of them partly in Maryland. Of these five were completed. 
An area of 185 square miles including Pittsburg and neighboring 
cities was mapped, for publication on a scale of 2,000 feet to one 
inch, with a contour interval of 20 feet. All the work was under 
the general supervision of Mr. Frank Sutton, who had immediate 
charge of the Pittsburg work. 

1904. 

The original agreement of 1899 was extended, each party allotting 
f 15,000 for topographic work. Under the general supervision of Mr. 
R. D. Cummin, topographer in charge of section, six parties were 
engaged in work in seventeen quadrangles. In nine of these field 
work was completed, and in five was left uncompleted at the end 
of the season. Revision was completed in two others and begun in 
a third. 

1B06. 

The field work of this year resulted in the completion of the work 
on 7 quadrangles. Andover (partly in Ohio), Claysville, Kinsman, 
(partly in Ohio), Millerstown, Neshannock, New Cumberland, and 
Honeybrook (Suplee). The area completed w^s 1,168 square miles. 
In addition to this 57 square miles were surveyed in the Clarion 
quadrangle, and 48 square miles resurveyed on the Lambertville 
sheet, and preliminary work done on the Middletown, New Holland, 
Sewickley, Clarion and Warren quadrangles, lying within the State 
and on the Port Jervis quadrangle lying partly in New Jersey and 
New York. These surveys covered portions of 22 counties, Craw- 
ford, Washington, Mercer, Juniata, Snyder, Perry, Lawrence, Cum- 
berland, Dauphin, York, Berks, Chester, Lancaster, Clarion, Arm- 
strong, Lebanon, Pike, Allegheny, Beaver, Butler, Warren and 
Bucks. 

In connection with the work 2,958 miles of spirit levels were run, 
109 bench marks established, 13,631 elevations determined, and 
6,496 miles of traverse run. 



TABLES OF RESULTS. 



The following tabular statements of the work of each year will 
more fully show the great amount of detailed work accomplished, 
and indicate the constant improvement in the work done. 
2 
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OFFICE WORK. 



After the completion of each season's field work the permanent 
force engaged in the mapping return to the office at Washington, 
and spend the winter months in preparing the work for the en- 
graver. In addition to this there is the work of computing and 
adjusting the results of the work done in triangulation, primary 
traverse and leveling. 

The methods followcHl in this work are outlined under the head of 
"Methods of Toi>ographic Surveying." 



RESULTS OF GEOLOGICAL WORK. 

SUPERVISION. 

From its inception this work has been in charge of Mr. M. R. 
Campbell, who brought to the work the results of ten years of special 
study of the Appalachian coal fields in the States to the southwest of 
Pennsylvania. The field examinations of a large number of the 
quadrangles, and the resulting reports, represent the i>ersonal work 
of Mr. Campbell, and by close supervision, both in the field and 
office, he has held himself responsible for all of the work, whether 
appearing over his name or not. 

In 1904 Mr. Campbell was oni* of the committee in charge of the 
coal testing plant at St. Louis, and did no personal work in Penn- 
sylvania beyond that of general supervision. The following year 
Mr. Campbell, having been put at the head of all of the work of the 
Survey on fuel resources, devoted himself especially to the little- 
known coal fields of the west, and the immediate supervision of the 
Pennsylvania work was placed in the hands of Mr. George H. Ashley, 
under Mr. Campbell's general direction. Mr. Ashley had been study- 
ing the coal measures of the eastern and western interior coal fields 
and of the central Appalachian field most of the time since 1891. 
The same arrangement has been continued to the present, Mr. 
Ashley being, as before, also resiK>nsible for the work in the central 
Appalachian coal field. 



RESUME OF FIELD WORK BEFORE SEASON OF 1905-1906. 



Field work under co-operation began July 1, 1900. From that 
time to the beginning of the field season of 1905, field operations 
were carried on briefiy in accordance with the following record. 
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Field season 1900. — During this field season the Uniontown and 
Masontown quadrangles were mapped by Mr. Campbell, aided by 
Mr. J. D. Irving, now of I^^high University, and Mr. M. L. Puller. 
September 1 the party moved to the Gaines and the Elkland quad- 
rangles of the northern part of the State, where they were joined 
by Mr. Charles Butts, who had for some time been studying the 
geology of the adjacent regions in New York, and by Mr. William 
C. Alden, who gave his attention to the glacial geology of those 
quadrangles. Mr. Puller also examined the Gaines oil field just off 
the Gaines quadrangle to the south, and prepared a paper on it. 

Pield season of 1001. — The Brownsville and Connellsville quad- 
rangles were survt^yed by Mr. Campbell, assisted by Mr. Butts, Mr. 
Lester H. Wolsey, and Mr. L. C. Glenn. Mr. Campbell also surveyed 
the Latrobe quadrangle, assisted by Mr. Woolsey and Mr. George B. 
Kichard'son. The Indiana quadrangle was studied by Mr. Richard- 
son, the Elkland and Tioga by Mr. Puller, assisted by Mr. Frederick 
G. Clapp; the Kittanning was examined by Mr. Campbell, Mr. Butts, 
and Mr. Woolsey . 

Field season 1902. — During this season the IJural Valley quadrangle 
was studied by Mr. Butts, and the Kittanning quadrangle completed 
by him. The Waynesburg quadrangle was stjadied by Mr. Ralph W. 
Stone, assisted by Mr. Marcus I. Goldman. After the completion of 
the Waynesburg, Mr. Stone studied the Eldersridge quadrangle, and 
Mr. Woolsey spent the season in a study of the Beaver quadrangle, 
assisted during the last part of the season by Mr. Goldman. Mr. 
Campbell completed the Latrobe quadrangle, and supervised the 
work in the other quadrangles. 

Field season 1903. — Mr. Campbell studied the Barnesboro and 
Patton quadrangles, assisted by Mr. J. S. Burrows, and from the 
7th of September by Mr. Clapp, and for two weeks in September by 
Mr. Ashley. The Ebensburg quadrangle was studied by Mr. Butts, 
assisted by Mr. W. C. Phalen. The Curwensville quadrangle was 
surveyed during July and August by Mr. Ashley and Mr. Clapp. 
Additional work was done upon the Beaver by Mr. Clapp during May 
and June. Late in the season Mr. Stone completed the field work 
on the Elders Ridge quadrangle. 

Field season of 1904. — This year, for the first time, the method 
which Mr. W. T. Griswold has been successfully using in Ohio, of 
studying the geology while leveling over the quadrangles for topog- 
mphy, was tried in Pennsylvania, the Burgettstown quadrangle 
being so surveyed by Mr. Griswold and Mr. M. J. Munn, and a be- 
ginning made upon the Claysville quadrangle by Mr. Munn. During 
the first part of the season Mr. Clapp and Mr. Frank W. De Wolf 
studied the Amity and later the Rogers ville quadrangles, both in 
the southwest corner of the State. October 20 Mr. Clapp began the 
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Htudy of the Houtzdale, and was joined early in November by Messre. 
Ashley, Phalen and De Wolf. The field work was carried on until 
the snows prevented further examination the last of November. 



FIELD SEASON OF 1905-1906. 



During the year, from the beginning of the field season of 1905, 
the following work was accomplished: 

The field season opened May 1. Mr.- Ashley, Mr. David White and 
Mr. Phalen began w^ork in the Houtzdale quadrangle. Mr. White, 
who is the Survey's specialist on the coal-measure fossils, accom- 
panied Mr. Ashley over parts of the northeast corner of the Curwens- 
ville and northwest corner of the Houtzdale quadrangles and adja- 
cent regions to determine the age and presence of some of the lower 
formations, especially the age of the valuable flint clay horizon of 
Clearfield county, and the presence of the Pocono sandstone forma- 
tion. Mr. Ashley and Mr. Phalen spent two weeks continuing the 
work in the Houtzdale quadrangle, taking the work up where left 
off the last of the preceding season. The Houtzdale quadrangle 
contains most of the Moshannon coal field, which, for a great many 
years, has been the source of the famous Clearfield coal. It also 
contains a large part of the Clearfield county flint clay field. The 
heart of th(» Houtzdale-Osceola basin on the "D*^ coal has been 
nearly exhausted. On the edge of the basin, this coal either goes 
into the air or splits. The two questions of imx)ortance in connec- 
tion with this field were, therefore: Does the '*iy' bed come to- 
gether again with the thickness and purity it had at Houtzdale? If 
so, where and how does it occur? What can be determined in regard 
to the coal resources of the coals below the "D?" 

In connection with the flint clay the questions of practical im- 
portance are (1) Is there one or more than one clay horizon, and 
(2) where do they outcrop? 

Two factors rendered the work in this quadrangle difficult; first, 
the lack of clearly defined and characteristic outcrops; and, second, 
the faulted character of the rocks of the region. So far as known 
there are more faults in the area of this quadrangle than in all of 
the rest of the State of Pennsylvania west of the Allegheny Front 
put together. These have downthrows in many cases of over 100 
feet. This fact, taken in connection with the preceding, renders the 
tracing of outcrops and the determination of the structure uncertain. 
After the office work of 1905-1906, it was found that additional data 
over parts of the field would have to be sought to unravel the 
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Structure. It is planned to obtain that in 1906. Fi-om May 1 to 
June 19, Mr. Edwin F. Lines was in the field collecting well records 
and locating wells on the Barnesboro, Patton, Amity, Rogersville, 
Olaysville and Carnegie quadrangles. During July he made a spe- 
cial study of the clay resources of the Kittanning and Rural Valley 
quadrangles. May 17 Mr. W. J. Munn, assisted by Mr. F. M. Hutch- 
inson, took up the work on the Claysville quadrangle started the 
preceding fall and continued it to the last of November. This 
quadrangle is entirely underlain by the Pittsburg coal, and con- 
tains other coals and rocks of value. It lies in the heart of the oil 
and gas field of Western Pennsylvania, and as the outcropping rocks 
belong in the Upper Measures, where the rocks are of very uniform 
thickness and have law dips, the use of the exact methods for deter- 
mining the elevations of the rocks seems warranted. On July 5 
Mr. Griswold started the Clarion quadrangle, upon which work was 
continued until into September. The work of Mr. Griswold and Mr. 
Munn has been carried on in co-operation with topography by the 
method described beyond, although in the work of the past season 
Mr. Griswold and Mr. Munn were responsible for the whole of the 
topographic work in their respective quadrangles. The Clarion 
quadrangle promises to become of considerable importance as a 
producer of clay products. Coals are being mined and sandstone and 
limestone exist there in commercial value. The quadrangle is in the 
oil and gas belt, and derives much of its economic importance there- 
from. The outcropping rocks of this quadrangle belong in the Alle- 
gheny and lower formations. This is the first quadrangle in which" 
the co-operation between topography and geology has been 
attempted in the lower coal measures. The conditions of outcrop, 
however, appear to be very favorable, and it is hoped that the 
method may be successfully applied. Due to the fact that Mr. 
Griswold was doing all of the topographic work, but a small amount 
of geologic work was accomplished in 1905. The fly leveling and 
geologic work were taken up the first of May, 1906 by Mr. Lanes, and 
will be pushed to completion during that season by Mr. Griswold 
and him. 

On August 1 Messrs. Ashley, Lines, and Prof. Frederick B. Peck, 
of Easton, Pennsylvania, began work in the Punxsutawney quad- 
rangle, which was continued into September. A small amount of 
additional work in this quadrangle will be necessary in 1906 to settle 
some questions in the stratigraphy and structure. The quadrangle 
is especially rich in coal, which is being extensively exploited. Some 
of the largest mines in the State, as well as some of the longest 
lines of coke ovens are in operation in the Punxsutawney district. 
The Glen Campbell field in the southeast central part of the quad 
rangle is also a rapidly growing and important coal field. A small 
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gas pool occui*s south of Punxsutawney, and flint clay occurs at a 
number of places, though as yet not exploited. There are also 
shales and soft clays of value, and an abundance of sandstone for 
rough structural purposes. 

On July 7 Mr. Frank W. De Wolf began work on the New Castle 
quadrangle, which he completed about November 1. Mr. Ashley and 
Mr. Clapp each spent two weeks with him, Mr. Clapp in consulta- 
tion on the glacial deposits, and Mr. Ashley in consultation on the 
geology of the quadrangle in general. The geology of this quad- 
rangle was of the microscopic order. The quadrangle possesses 
coals, oil, clay, sandstone and limestone, the two latter in great 
abundance. Some mining is being done, large quarries are in opera- 
tion, and Portland cement is being extensively made in the quad- 
rangle. Mr. De Wolf spent part of April, 1906, in field work on the 
New Castle quadrangle, settling some questions that had arisen in 
oflice work. The first of December Mr. De Wolf and Mr. Stone 
took up work in (ireene county, and spent two weeks in getting 
data needed to complete the geology of Greene county for an oil and 
gas bulletin of that county. 



OFFICE WORK. 



In the office Mr. Ashley and Mr. Peck have worked on the maps 
of the Punxsutawney quadrangle. Mr. Ashley has given consider 
able time to completing the maps of the Curwensville quadrangle 
and to work on the maps of the* Houtzdale quadrangle. A consider- 
able part of his time has been given to assisting and consulting on 
the work in the other (juadrangles, in reading and criticizing manu- 
scripts, and in administrative work. He also prepared three* pre- 
liminary papers for economic! bulletin No. 28o (see list of publica- 
tions). This was outside of his work in connection with the central 
Appalachian coal field studi(»s. 

Mr. Lines has devoted himself to offici* work, plotting sections on 
the maps, et cetera. Mr. De \V'olf has i>repared the maps and re- 
ports on the New Castle quadrangle, and will complete the same 
during the summer of 1906. Mr. Clapp required until February 
15 to complete his papers on the Amity and Rogersville quadrangles, 
for which tlje field work was done in 1904. Mr. Griswold and Mr. 
Munn have prepared the maps of the Burgettstown and Claysville 
quadrangles, and the report on the oil and gas r(»sourc(^ of those 
quadrangles. Mr. Stone and Mr. Clapp have prepared a bulletin on 
the oil and gas resources of Greene county. Mr. D. F. MacDonald 
assisted in the mapping and general oflice work from February to 
June, 1906. 
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METHODS OP TOPOGRAPHIC SURVEYING. 

INTRODUCTORY. 

It seems that a short description of the instruments and methods 
used by the United States Geological Survey in the execution of 
topographic work and the preparation of topographic maps will be 
of use, especially to those who may have occasion to use the maps, 
or to make use of any of the numerous triangulation stations, or 
positions determined by traverse. 

It is not intended this should be a detailed description of the 
instruments and methods used, for such detailed account reference 
should be made to the **Manual of Topographic Methods," by Henry 
Gannett, issued as Monograph No. XXII of the United States 
Geological Survey. The details of portions of the work are con- 
tained in the book of "Instructions,'' prepared for the guidance of 
members of the Geological Survey. 

The United States Geological Survey was ci'eated by act of Con- 
gress, approved March 3, 1879. There had been five Federal surveys 
engaged in mapping portions of the United States i>rior to that 
time. The oldest of these organizations being the United States 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, was restricted in its work to the map- 
ping of the coast line and the investigation of geodetic problems, 
and related scientific questions over various portions of the country. 
In the carrying on of its work it has accurately located many points, 
not only on the coast lines of the country, but through its trans- 
continental system of triangulation many in the interior, with a 
great degree of precision The other four Federal surveys were re- 
stricted in their work to those portions of the country lying west 
of the one hundredth meridian. All of the earlier organizations, 
except the Coast and Geodetic Survey, were discontinued at the 
time of the creation of the Unit(»d States Geological Survey. In 
1882 the scope of the Geological Survey was extended and the 
preparation of ,a geological map of the United States authorized. 
The value of the topographic work of the survey was early recog- 
nized and the appropriations for this work were rapidly increased 
by Congress. 

The methods now in use are the result of the experience gained 
during the years the survey has existed, and it is generally conceded 
that the results attained are as accurate as can be delineated on a 
map of the scale used. The work in Pennsylvania is all on a scale 
of 1:62,500, or approximately one mile per inch, and the contour 
interval is 20 feet. There are sections of the United States where a 
less contour interval can be used advantageously, and other portions 
where such a small interval is not practical, but for a region with 
• the relief of Pennsylvania this interval is recognized as the best. 
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It is possible far the ordinary eye to distinguish the space of 
1 100 of an inch and it is the aim of the work to have all locations 
within that distance, or in other words all points are located with 
an error of not exceeding 50 feet. 

THE TOPOGRAPHIC MAP. 

The features exhibited on a topographic map are: 

1. Hydrography, or water features, such as ponds, streams, lakes, 
swamps, etc., which is printed in blue. 

2. Hypsography, or surface relief, as hills, valleys and plains, 
which is printed in brown. 

3. Culture, or the features due to man, as cities, roads, municipal 
boundaries, etc., which is shown in black. 

Printed in these colors, the topographic map is exceedingly legible 
and easily understood by all, unless it be the "contour" lines. 

Contours are lines of equal elevation above or below some base, 
and in the case of maps all are referred to sea level, and the siirface 
of the ocean, mean ocean level, is therefore the zero contour of the 
whole scheme. Contours express the surface relief in three ways, 
(1) elevation, (2) horizontal form, and (3) grade or slope. 

1. Contour lines on topographic maps indicate the elevation of 
height above the ocean. Every point on a given contour has the 
same elevation above mean ocean level, and every point lying be- 
tween two contours is above the lower line and lower than the upper 
contour. Each fifth contour is, for convenience, made heavier than 
the others, and thus each 100 feet of elevation is more prominently 
indicated. These accentuated contours are also frequently marked 
with figures showing the elevation of the contour. 

2. Contours define the horizontal forms of slopes. They are con- 
tinuous horizontal lines, winding around hills and valleys, entering 
the basis of tributary streams and of ravines, always at the same 
level, regardless of the degree of slope. 

3. Contours therefore show the approximate grade of the slope. 
If the horizontal distance between two contour^ is large, the slope 
shown is necessarily gentle, while the less the horizontal distance 
between contours, the steeper is the slope; indeed, in the case 
of precipitous blulfs, it is often impossible to show all the contour 
lines, as they would necessarily blend into one another, the hori- 
zontal distance being too small to be shown on the scale used. 



ASTRONOMICAL IX)CAT10NS. 



The first requisite towards the making of a map is the accurate 
location upon the earth's surface of the portion under study. The 
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first step is the astronomic location of a few points which may be 
used as reference points. It is not necessary that many points should 
be located astronomically. A determination by triangulation is 
subject to less error, than is an astronomical determination, but 
when triangulation has been extended for a long distance, it is desir- 
able on account of the possible accumulation of errors that the deter- 
minations be checked by astronomical work. The observations for 
latitude and longitude are made in the ordinary manner, using the 
astronomical transit and zenith telescope, with necessary chronomet- 
ers, telegraphic time service, etc. All the regular corrections, instru- 
mental constants, etc., are taken into consideration in determining 
the true astronomical location. This class of work has not been 
necessary in Pennsylvania. 

TRIANGULATION. 

Wherever practicable horizontal control is effected by triangula- 
tion. This class of work in Pennsylvania has been based upon 
stations determined by the United States Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, or by the United States Lake Survey, the determinations of 
these organizations being of the necessary accuracy. The results, 
however, are constantly checked by observations for azimuth, and 
by measurement of base lines. 

Base Lines. The first step towards actual map making is the 
measurement of a "base line." The measurement of such a line 
will during the progress of the work, serve as a check upon the 
accuracy of triangulation and the computation of the results. 

The base line must be carefully selected. It should be from 5 to 
10 miles in length, and the signals at the two ends must be inter- 
visible. The ends of the line must also be visible from other sta- 
tions in the triangulation net, and the whole line reasonably smooth 
and as nearly level as possible. 

Where possible a line is selected along a railroad and the advan- 
tages of such location are obvious. At first wooden rods were used 
in making the measurements and later the Coast and Geodetic Slir- 
vey "Secondary Bars." Both methods have been abandoned in 
favor of long steel tapes. The tapes used are 300 feet in length, 
and in use are supported by low stools at intervals not greater 
than 25 feet, and with a uniform tension of 20 pounds, exerted by an 
ordinary spring balance, in the control of the head chainman. 

Both the head and the rear chainmen carry thermometers, and 
the temperature is observed at each tape length. As an additional 
precaution the measurements are made at night or on cloudy days. 
Each base line is measured at least twice, and carefully compared 
as a whole and by sections. After measurement the results are 
carefully corrected, first, by comparison with the standard of the 
8 
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United states Coast and Geodetic Survey; secondly, the length must 
be corrected for inclination. If one portion of the line is higher 
than another, a proper correction is made, the necesscu'y data being 
obtained from a line of levels run over the base line, giving the 
elevation of all the different supports. 

Thirdly, correction must be made for temperature. Sixty-two 
degrees is the recognized normal temperature and the necessary 
corrections must be applied to the measured length to correct it. 
The necessai7 data is furnished by the temperature observations 
made at the time of measurement. 

After these corrections are made the length must (fourth) be re- 
duced to sea level. The actual measurement is made pn a circle 
approximately parallel to the surface of the ocean, and being above 
ocean level, is necessarily longer than the corresponding line at 
sea level. 

The probable error in base line measurements, after the correc- 
tions named above are made, does not exceed 1-1(M>,000 to 1-300,000, 
or from 1-5 to 3-5 inches per mile. 

The azimuth of the base line is also accucrately determined at the 
time of measurement. The -^Manual of Topographic Methods" gives 
the details of this work and the manner of making all the necessary 
corrections. 

Having a base line measured, and its azimuth determined, or 
having two stations whose location has been established within 
the degree of accuracy required, all is ready to begin triangulation. 

Triangulation Stations. The first step is thQ selection of the sta- 
tions. These must be intervisible, and are, therefore, in Pennsyl- 
vania, situated on the top of hills, where, if possible, the outlook 
is good in all directions. Where such stations are to be used for 
the control of a map they must also be so located as to meet the 
needs of the topographer. Formerly it was required that at least 
two such stations should be located within the bounds of each atlas 
sheet, but this requirement has been raised, along with the improve- 
ment in all branches of map making, so as to require at least 3 
stations for each sheet, and in addition two or more prominent points 
must be located, thus giving at least five accurate locations for 
each atlas sheet. When necessary to raise the instrument a properly 
constructed observing tower must be built. 

Instruments. The instruments used in primary triangulation are 
of a high grade. In the earlier work of the survey theodolites were 
used, reading by verniers to 10 seconds, and the results were re- 
duced and adjusted by least squares. A higher class instrument was 
afterwards adopted, with 8-inch circles, reading to 10 minutes. 
This instrument is provided with two microscopes by which an 
angle can be read to two seconds of arc. The object glass of these 
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instruments is two inches in diameter and the focal length 16^ inches. 
The eye piece commonly used has a power of about 30 diameters. 
In use the instrument is protected from the direct rays of the sun 
and from the wind. The instructions covering this class of work 
are complete. Attention is called to the sources of error, that they 
may be eliminated ar far as possible. "No angle should be con- 
sidered fully determined that has not been measured on at least 
five different parts of the circle." The error of closure in any 
triangle should not exceed five seconds. 

Azimuth Observations. Accuracy is always aimed at and all 
possible checks are constantly used. Observations for azimuth on 
Polaris are made on two nights, from at least one station for each 
square degree of area controlled. In these observations the angle 
between star and mark must be measured not less than six times, 
with telescope both direct and reversed. The time of observations 
must be recorded, and checked by telegraphic comparison. The mark 
consists of a box with a slit ^-inch wide, six inches long, placed not 
less than one mile from the station. It is illuminated by a lamp or 
candle. 

All the regular corrections for such astronomical work are made 
before the determination of azimuth is considered complete. 

Calculations. In each triangle we have at least three angles. and 
one side known. 

These are the elements from which the remaining sides of the 
triangle are computed. Distances are estimated in meters, and the 
final results aimed at, the determination of the latitude and longi- 
tude of each station is determined by computation. Results are 
constantly checked by the method of least squares, and the con- 
stants used are those of the Clark spheroid of 1866. Latitude and 
longitude are figured to the hundredth part of a second, a number 
of times closer than possible to show on the completed map. 

PRIMARY TRAVERSE. ' 

In some sections the best means of obtaining control, the location 
of certain points within the degree of precision demanded by the 
scale of the map, is by traverse. A traverse line consists of a series 
of direction and distance measurements. The direction of each 
course is not determined by the magnetic needle, as in land sur- 
veying, but is measured by the theodolite from the direction of the 
preceding line. Traversing for control, is called "primary traverse," 
and is done with great accuracy. A traverse line must start from 
a determined point, if possible a triangulation station, and the line 
should close upon another fixed point. It is not practicable to read 
the angles in traverse work with the precision used in triangula- 
tion, for it is not practicable to carry as large and accurate instru- 
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ments. In practice the angles are read, using both verniers, the 
circle is then shifted, and the angle remeasured with telescope re- 
versed. The two measurements should agree within 60 seconds. 
When practicable the distances are measured with the 300 foot tape 
line, using the spring balance, with a uniform tension of 20 j>ounde. 

Temperature observations are also nmde as the work of measure- 
ment progresses. 

Observations for azimuth are made each night, and consist of 
not less than three direct and three reverse readings between Polaris 
and the mark. These observations are corrected for elongation, 
watch error, etc. At each azimuth station the new azimuth is 
adopted, instead of that carried forward, and if the error is great 
it is distributed over the. line run. 

Corrections. In the final determination of the traverse line cor- 
rection is made for error of tape, and it is reduced to sea level. Cor- 
rection is also made for the convergence of meridians, and then the 
latitude and departure of each station is determined by computation, 
and the latitude and longitude of the prominent jmints along the 
line determined. 

THE PLANE TABLE, 

The results of the control, whether by triangulation or primary 
traverse are platted on a sheet of paper known as a plane table 
sheet. The plane table is an instrument but little used in ordinary 
engineering work, but is of the greatest value to the map maker. . 
It consists essentially of a drawing board, supported on a tripod, 
so as to permit of careful leveling and of turning in azimuth, with 
provision for clamping in any position. The plane sheet is securely 
fastened upon the board and the instrument set up at one of the 
stations located on the sheet. In the use of the plane table, direc- 
tions are not read off in degrees and minutes, but are platted directly 
uiK)n the plane table sheet. To do this a ruler is required, and it 
is provided with sights that it may be accurately placed in the 
direction wanted, and in the higher class instruments it is provided 
with a telescope of moderate power. The ruler and sights are 
rigidly connected and are known as the "alidade." The instrument 
being placed over a station the board is carefully leveled, then the 
edge of the ruler is placed on the line connecting this station with 
an adjoining one and the board carefully turned until the second 
station is in line with the sights of the alidade. It is then firmly 
clamped in this position. This is called "orienting" the table. The 
ruler is then turned about the station occupied and lines drawn in 
the direction of other objects, the table itself remaining stationary. 
When the lines have been drawn in the direction of the desired 
points the instrument is moved to a second station, oriented as 
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before, and lines drawn in the direction of the points sighted from 
the first station occupied. The places of interaection of the lines 
necessarily are the proper locations upon the sheet of the points 
sighted. A number of lines are also drawn to other points visible 
from the second station, and the instrument moved to a third loca- 
tion, and the operation repeated as often as necessary to properly 
cover the area being mapped. By this method a large number of 
points are rapidly located upon the plane table sheet with a great 
degree of accuracy. 

SECONDARY TRAVERSE. 

It is not practicable to use the plane table for locating all details 
and recourse is had to traverse work for the location of sufficient 
points to control the details of the work. In this work, known as 
secondary traverse, the plane table is used, but in this case is a 
very simple instrument, with an alidade provided with folding sights. 
It is oriented by means of a compass needle, set in the board. 

When possible secondary traverse is carried on along the roads, 
the travepseman using a buggy or buckboard, the distances being 
measured by the revolutions of the wheel. This method of measure- 
ment i^ttiuch more accurate than is commonly supposed. The direc- 
tions are platted by the plane table, using natural objects for sights, 
and the distances are platted directly upon the paper. This class of 
work requires but one man. Every line of traverse must close either 
upon itself or upon some previously located point. The error of 
closing must be shown on the paper, and should not exceed one- 
eighth of an inch upon the paper for a distance of eight to ten 
miles traversed. This error must afterwards be properly distributed. 
In the progress of the secondary traverse houses and prominent 
natural objects are located, often by intersection. 

LrBVEUNG. 

In connection with the obtaining of the horizontal control lines of 
level are run to obtain the vertical control. The instructions now 
require at least one standard bench mark must be placed in each 
township, or equivalent area. The standard bench marks are of two 
kinds, (1) aluminum tablets cemented into solid rock or masonry 
of buildings, piers of bridges, etc., or (2) bronze capped iron posts, 
projecting about one foot and, in each case, marked with the eleva- 
tion to the nearest foot, and also with the name of the reference 
datum. Numerous other levels are noted, such as road junctions, 
railroad crossings, summits, bridges, etc., and the elevation of 
many are marked with white or red paint upon nearby fences, tele- 
graph poles, etc. Many elevations are «also taken of points off the 
line of traverse, as promim^nt hills, bottom of ravines, etc. All

lines of leveling must close, either on themselves, or on some knowii 
elevation, and the error in feet should not exceed 0.05 distance in 
miles. Many elevations are. also taken with the aneroid, the obser- 
vations being constantly checked by the more refined leveling work, 
and if the error at a check point reaches more than a contour interval 
the error is distributed in proportion to the distance. This gives 
great accuracy, for the check points are but few miles apart and 
the elapsed time very closely corresponds to the distance run, and 
it may be assumed for short intervals of time the rate of movement 
of the barometer i« uniform. 

SKETCHING. 

The most important part of map making is, in many respects, the 
sketching in of the details, and this is generally the work of the 
chief of the party. In this work he has before him the preliminary 
work of all kinds, carefully platted. The primary and secondary 
control, all triangulation points and points of intersection located by 
plane table work, the secondary traverse lines (adjusted), all eleva- 
tions, whether determined by leveling or by the aneroid are located 
and marked upon a sheet covering a portion of the quadrangle, and 
with this sheet the chief of the party goes carefully over the ground, 
sketching the drainage, the culture and the relief. He occupies 
many points in this work, not necessarily the points determined by 
the preliminary work and marked upon the sheet before him, but 
any point which furnished a good view. He does not, as a rule, at- 
tempt to sketch from a distance, but the number of i)oints he selects 
must vary with the relief, the culture and the absence or presence of 
wooded areas. With high relief few points may be occupied, but 
with a low relief, especially in a heavily wooded country, to properly 
get the details they must be sketched from nearby points and much 
travel is required to do the work. Such a region, for the same 
reasons, requires more control than a more rugged country. 

Sketching is artistic work, some men seem to have the native 
ability for it, to others it only comes as the result of time and hard 
work, and still others may fail to acquire it. There must also be the 
ability to generalize. 

All maps, being a reduction of nature, must be generalized, de- 
pending largely upon the scale of the map, but in all cases there 
must be some selection of features that must be kept most prominent 
in the finished map. 

After the completion of the season's field work the topographer 
is engaged in the preparation of the finished map for the engraver. 
In common with other maps made by the several Federal Bureaus 
the projection used is the polyconic, which on the scale used, and for 
the area embraced in a quadrangle, gives practically no distortion. 
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METHODS OF GEOLOGICAL WORK. 



At the present time two methods of field work are being used in 
Pennsylvania by the United States Geological Survey. 

In the first, which is the method used all through the coal fields 
of the eastern and central States, the topographic map previously 
made is assumed to be approximately correct, and the position 
and elevation of outcropping rocks are determined from their recog- 
nized position on the map, the elevation being constantly checked 
by barometric readings from leveled points, or bench marks, or by 
the use of the hand level. By this method the elevation of any bed 
may be determined to within 20 feet, if the topographic map of the 
immediate neighborhood is correct within one-half that limit of 
error. As the older topographic maps are liable to have a greater 
limit of error at a distance from the lines leveled over, it has con- 
servatively been assumed that elevations so obtained did not war- 
rant the drawing of structure contours at closer than 50 feet. The 
essential feature of this method is that the area to be surveyed is 
covered with a close network of traverse lines along which notes are 
so taken as to form the basis of profiled geologic sections on which 
are shown all the observable outcrops, drillings, and other data to 
be obtained on or adjacent to each such line. These lines are run 
at not more than one mile apart and as much nearer together as 
may be necessary, and are supplemented by short side lines to mines, 
wells, observed or reported outcrops, or by lines which follow the 
outcrop, or the -resulting debris of some selected stratum around 
the slope of the hill where it is necessary in order to make correla- 
tions between adjacent traverse lines. As the result of years of 
suggestions and criticisms, the methods of note-taking and recording 
observations have been systematized so that commonly from 10 to 
25 miles or more of such traverses are run in one day by one man, 
when there are not involved mine examinations or a large amount 
of locating wells and other side work. On account of the large 
amount of time required in securing well records and in locating 
them, examination of mines and the study and copying of mine 
maps, and other work of that nature, the average for any season will 
of course be much lower. 

Since the beginning of the work in Pennsylvania, there has been 
a steady tendency to raise its character in two ways— first, in giving 
more attention to the purely economic side of the work, such as the 
workability of the coal beds, the existence, position, and character 
of economic deppsits of clays, sandstones, limestones, et cetera. This 
side of the work has increased to such an extent that recently it 
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has been found desirable to prepare economic bulletins on the areas 
surveyed to prevent overbalancing the folios. The economic bulle- 
tins will have the added advantage in the future of quick publicji- 
tion, and convenient form for use in the field or office. The second 
tendency has been increased accuracy in the determination of the 
geology. This is in part possible through the constant raising of 
the grade of the topographic maps used as a base and in part at- 
tained by the more frequent use of the hand level in place of the 
barometer. 

In certain areas an entirely different method of work has been 
introduced. In these areas the following factors exist: 

(1) There are oil and gas deposits, or coal beds of large economic 
importance; (2) the strata maintain very constant thickness; (3) the 
strata have characteristics by which they may generally be recog- 
nized at sight when their approximate stratigraphic position is 
known; (4) where the dips are usually slight, and (5) where outcrops 
are abundant and clean. This method consists in combining the 
geologic and topographic work to the extent of having men of some 
geologic training run the fly levels when that stage of the toi>o- 
graphic work is reached, making and recording at the same time 
observations on the geology. In running these levels they make note 
of the elevation of all outcropping rocks, particularly those of work- 
able coals, or of limestones and other rocks of which the strati- 
graphic position is known. They also run instrumentally additional 
side lines to the top of any well of which the record has been or 
it is hoped will be obtained to the mouth of the mines, et cetera. 

The advantages of this method of work are that, under the proper 
conditions, as stated above, it permits of mapping the outcrops of 
coals, clays or other economic beds as accurately as the present 
scale of the Pennsylvania maps, 1 mile to the inch, will permit of 
showing; and second, it makes possible the showing of the structure^ 
or lay of any given bed, that is, its elevation at any point, whether 
exposed or hidden, to within a limit of error well within 10 feet. 
In determining the structure of oil or gas-bearing rocks, where the 
dips are slight, as over much of the western part of Pennsylvania, 
western West Virginia, or eastern Ohio, this slight gain in accuracy 
may greatly affect the value of the resulting information, enough 
so as to be worth many times the added cost. It is undoubtedly the 
cheapest method of obtaining leveled elevations on geologic features 
yet devised. In addition to these direct economic results, this 
strictly accurate work is leading to the solution of certain theoretic 
questions which will have the highest future value. In the first 
place, this work combined with the steel tape measurement of oil 
and gas wells, is yielding a mass of exact data such as has never 
before been possessed, and which now seems likely to throw a flood 
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of light on the relation of the oil and gas accumulation to the struc- 
ture of the rocks. It allows the determination of the structure of 
some outcropping rock with great accuracy, and then by combining 
the instrumentally determined elevations of the Jop of the wells 
with the steel-tape measurements to the oil-bearing sand, it is pos- 
sible to obtain the structure of that sand with an accuracy never 
before attempted on a large (^nough scale to throw light on the 
broad problems involved. Already the fact that the oil sands often 
have quite a different structure from that of the rocks outcropping 
at the surface has not only been amply demonstrated, but methods 
of determining the divergence have been worked out. Its regularity 
or lack of regularity has been studied, and plans devised for properly 
projecting the surface structure down to the level of the oil-bearing 
sand, at the same time allowing for the varying change of interval 
between the two planes. With the structure of the oil-bearing sand 
thus accurately determined, it is confidently hoped that, with the 
accumulation of data, it will be possible to perceive and demonstrate 
the exact relation of the accumulation of the oil and gas to the struc- 
ture of the rock stratum containing them. When this has once been 
done, the laws so derived will be of incalculable value in the locat- 
ing of future drilling, and may be applied by any engineer. 

A second theoretic result of future economic value has been to 
show% as far as the work has yet been carried on, that in the area 
of one quadrangle the greatest variation of interval between certain 
well-recognized members of the upper Conemaugh or Monongahela 
formations is under 20 feet, and that the average of the intervals 
between these members in the townships of a single quadrangle is 
within 3 feet. The present year sees this method of work under- 
taken for the first time in areas where the outcropping rocks belong 
in the Allegheny formation or Lower Prodnctive Measures. Whether 
it can be economically applied there remains to be seen. It is cer- 
tainly hoped that new light will be thrown on the question of the 
persistency of the intervals between the various members of the 
Allegheny. Already it appears probable that it will demonstrate 
the relative persistence of certain inter^'als as between the Upper 
Freeport or "E" coal, and the Lower Kittanning, or "B" coal, and 
the lack of persistency of some of the other intervals. It may lead 
the way to an understanding of the stratigraphy of the Allegheny 
formation that may be of eminent value in future attempts to trace 
or develop the coal and other members. 

That it is an ideal method of obtaining geologic data for preparing 
geologic maps of the highest grade of accuracy is evident. The 
objection is the cost. The running of fly levels requires two men and 
is necessarily a slow operation, the party covering only about one- 
fifth as much territory in a day as the single geologist by the first 
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method. So that, notwithstanding that «uch portion of the expense 
as it would have cost to run .the fly levels alone is met from the funds 
from topography, yet the fact that the traverseman must be a 
trained geologist, or at least a trained observer, backed up by a 
trained geologist, renders the method expensive. To make it worth 
while aside from the theoretic value obtained, this method must 
be restricted to regions where the oil and gas or coal are of large 
economic value, and where the conditions, as previously stated, 
permit of doing work which over the larger part of the area sur- 
veyed will have a limit of error of less than 20 feet. The cost of the 
field work for the geology is about |8.00 per square mile. When it 
is considered that private engineers now using the same methods 
practically as those used for the Federal Survey keep constantly 
busy charging at least flOO per square mile, it is evident that the 
cost is but a small fraction of that warranted by the economic values 
of the land where the proper conditions exist. It has already been 
demonstrated that these conditions do exist over a large area in 
western Pennsyh^ania and adjacent regions in West Virginia and 
Ohio. It is the policy of the Federal Survey not to undertake work 
of this expensive nature except in co-operating States where the 
State will share in the expense. 



PUBLICATIONS OF THE UNITED STATES GEOLOGICAL SUR 
VEY RELATING TO PENNSYLVANIA.— TOPOGRAPHIC 
MAPS. 



The United States Geological Survey has been engaged since its 
organization in making a topographic survey and map of the United 
States. The unit of surveys in Pennsylvania is a quadrangle L5' in 
extent each way, covering an area of one-sixteenth of a square 
degree. 

The unit of publication is an atlas sheet 16^ by 20 inches, and 
each sheet is a topographic map of the above area. The scale of the 
15' sheet 1:62,500. A sheet is designated by the name of some well- 
known place or feature appearing on it, and the names of adjoining 
published sheets are printed on the margins. The maps are en- 
graved on copper and printed from stone, in three colors. The cul- 
tural features, such as roads, railroads, cities, towns, etc, as well 
as all lettering are in black; all water ft^atures are printed in blue; 
while the hill features are shown by brown contour lines. Maps 
of limited areas economically important are sometimes published 
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which are not in conformity with the general scheme outlined above; 
these are called special maps. 

The progress of the work in Pennsylvania is shown by the index 
map published with this report. Each of the rectangles outlined in 
red on the index map shows the location and area of a quadrangle 
of which a topographic survey has been made. The name of the re- 
sulting atlas sheets, when published, is shown. Each of the atlas 
sheets represented by the rectangles shows a quadrangle 15' in ex- 
tent each way (one-sixteenth of a "square degree"), or from 2li to 
235 square miles, the area varying with the latitude; the scale is 
1:62500, or about one mile to one inch, and the contour interval is 20 
feet. 

An act of Congress approved February 18, 1897, prescribes that 
the maps shall be disposed of by sale. They are sold at the rate 
of five cents a sheet of standard size. When 100 or more standard 
topographic atlas sheets, or their equivalent in value in other maps, 
are ordered, a discount of 40 per cent, will be made from the retail 
price. That is, 100 standard topographic atlas sheets will cost 
$3. The order inay be given for that many copies of one sheet only 
or for that many different sheets, and, unless otherwise stated, this 
discount will apply also to special, general, and combined maps 
which may be included in the order; or the larger maps alone may 
be ordered. In no case can orders be filled at the wholesale rate 
unless the sum remitted solely for topographis maps amounts to at 
least $3. 

Prepayment is required, and may be made by money order, pay- 
able to the order of the Director of the United States Geological 
Survey, or in cash — the exact amount. Checks, foreign coin, and 
postage stamps can not be accepted. 

When maps ordered are not in stock the right is reserved to sub- 
stitute others rather than return very small sums of money by mail, 
unless directions to the contrary are given in the order. Name of 
county should be included in post office address. 

The Survey does not mount its maps for sale. 

In addition to the maps shown on the index map, special maps 
have been issued as follows: 

Philadelphia and Vicinity, Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Dela- 
ware. This map is composed of the Philadelphia, Germantown, Nor- 
ristown and Chester sheets, combined and printed as one map. 

Pittsburg and Vicinity. This map embraces the city of Pittsburg, 
and adjacent portions of the Allegheny, Monongahela and Ohio 
river valleys. It is on the scale of 2,000 feet to 1 inch. 

GEOLOGICAL, PUBLICATIONS. 

Polios are being published as the geological work proceeds. Those 
now issued are shown on the index map. The price of each is 25

cents. An order for folios should specify the numbers shown on the 
index map for the corresponding quadrangles. When the sum re- 
mitted solely for folios amounts to at least fo.lO, a discount of 40 
per cent, will be made from the retail price of folios; that is, 34 
folios if ordered at one time will cost but fo.lO. All orders for and 
communications regarding maps and publications should be ad-

RECOMMENDATIONvS. 



Your Commissioners feel that good progress has been made to- 
wards a complete topographic map of the State. The quality of 
the work done is certainly a credit to the United Statee Geological 
Survey as well as to the State of Pennsylvania. On another page 
mention is made of changes the Geological Survey has made in the 
character of the instruments used, and the quality of the work 
required to be done, and it is evident the work is of a high character; 
indeed it is repeatedly stated tliat a higher grade of work could not 
be expressed upon a map of the scale used. Therefore, your Com- 
missioners cannot but urge that the benefits be the sooner extended 
to the entire State. This is not a work that can be completed at 
once, yet from every section of the State the demand for it is in- 
creasing, its importance is being felt to a greater extent than before, 
and many of the more difficult portions of the State remain un- 
touched. Other States, with a less area than Pennsylvania, and more 
easily mapped, are expc^nding a much larger amount of money for 
topographic work. With the appropriations heretofore made it has 
only been possible to allot an average of |15,00(> i>er year to the 
topographic mapping. As the greater part of the year is spent in 
the field, and the field parties are largely made up of residents of 
Pennsylvania, temporarily employed, it is safe to say that the full 
amount of the State appropriation available for topographic work is 
spent within the State. Your Commissioners urge that a larger ap- 
propriation be made ^hat the topographic work can be carried on the 
more rapidly. 

The results of the co-oj>erative geological work has been published 
mainly in "folio" form, the standard form of publication of results 
by the United Stat(»s Geological Survey. The character of these 
publications is high, and the form and style of delin(»ation unsur- 
passed. There have also been some results published in the form of 
"Bulletins,'' partaking of an economic character. 
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To the geologist, the engineer, and the man with some training in 
such studies these publications present the geology of the district to 
which they relate (generally a single guadrangle), in a comprehen- 
sive manner, but without any local coloring, and with an absence of 
local details. No provision has been made by the S»tate for the pub- 
lication and distribution of behalf of the State of any of the results 
of the co-operative work. 

There is a demand for work of a somewhat ditt'erent character, 
with more detail, giving more attention to local economic questions, 
and of a style more suited to the average citizen. Most of the States 
have a State survey which is doing such detailed work, and which 
is also working in harmony with the United States Geologists. 
There is no conflict, each organization supplements the other, each 
is working along somewhat different lines, each receiving and freely 
giving information to the other. One has only to examine the re- 
ports of the States bounding Pennsylvania, New York, New Jeraey, 
Maryland, West Virginia and Ohio, to see the vast fund of valuable 
information these State surveys are constantly giving to their 
citizens. The topographic mapping of Pennsylvania has now so far 
progressed that it is possible to do such geological work with great 
precision. The maps are now beginning to cover .entire counties, 
and indeed what may be called geological districts. There has been 
more progress in the science of geology, and in the methods of its 
applications to economic problems, during the last twenty years, 
than in the century preceding. Such a State survey does not mean 
a large corps of geologists. It would not be the object to prepare a 
complete geological survey of the State in a few years. This is an 
impossibility. No geological survey is ever complete, nor in the 
very nature of the case can it be complete. 

The necessity for a continuous State survey was felt by the 
Commissioners of the Second Geological Survey of Pennsylvania. 
The work of that organization cannot be too highly praised. It is 
a monument to those engaged, or in any way interested, in the 
carrying on of that work, and no money ever spent by Pennsylvania 
has produced richer harvests to the people of the State. But none 
knew so well as those connected with that survey that it was not 
complete— not that it had not covered, and well covered, the State, 
but that new discoveries rendered new work necessary that the 
public should have certain and reliable information. The last regu- 
lar report of the Board of Commissioners, made in 1892, fully 
recognized this need. After giving a short history of the work from 
the beginning, this report says: 

"The preceedlng statements show that an enormous work has been done 
In the eighteen years since the organization of the survey. They also show 
that we know of many things which remain to be done. Besides these known 
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omissions there is a great unknown field. The work of a geological survey 
is never done In one sense. In a territory so vast slb Pennsylvania, with such 
a variety of surface, much of which is covered with forest and difficult of 
examination, new discoveries, or supposed discoveries, are continually being 
made. Such discoveries should, as soon as announced, be subjected to In- 
vestigation by competent experts. It Is just as Important to the public that 
they should be cautioned against extravagant claims of Interested parties, as 
that genuine claims should be sustained. 

"For these reasons the board reiterate their former recommendations, that 
the geologrlcal survey should be made a permanent bureau, and that a regular 
moderate annual appropriation should be made for its maintenance." 

In a supplemental report under date of December 24, 1894, the 
Board of Commissioners say: 

"There are two points in regard to the future that are more and more im- 
pressed on the board as time goes on: 

"1. The Importance of a thorough and eccurate topographic survey of the 
State. 

"2. The continuance of the survey. The survey ought never to stop. After a 
report is published, every new discovery makes it more and more incomplete. 
The survey is dally receiving inquiries from all parts of the State. It ought to 
be continued so that there would alw^ays be an ofllclal authority to answer 
questions and make new investigations. The geologieal turvey of Great Brit- 
ain was begun In 1838, and Is still In progress with a lar^e annual appropria- 
tion. New York and New Jersey also continue their surveys." 

The need of the topography survey was felt and appreciated by the 
Legislature of 1899, and the work then undertaken, with the results 
outlined in this report. Is it not time for the inauguration of State 
geological work of the character above mentioned? Your Commis- 
sioners most earnestly urge the necessity of such State work. Such 
work cannot be done by individuals. It has not been successful where 
attempted in connection >yith educational institutions. 

The State Geologist of Ohio, in speaking of the relation of the 
survey of that State to the public, says: 

"The usefulness of the survey is not limited to the preparation of formal re- ^ 
ports on Important topics. There Is a constant and Insistent desire on the 
part of the people to use it as a technical bureau for free advice in all matters 
pertaining to the geology or mineral Industries of the State. A very considera- 
ble correspondence comes' in, increasing rather than decreasing in amount, 
and asking specific and particular questions on points in local geology." 

The present organization of the Ohio survey is such that it has 
taken up for study a number of the most important economic prob- 
lems presented by the geology of that State. Some of them have 
been completed and important contributions have been made to the 
literature of the subjects studied. It constitutes, however, an 
organization which is prepared to take up the study of such new 
questions as may arise. In Pennsylvania valuable data is constantly 
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being lost, there being no organization to collect and preserve it. 
New explorations, railroad and other gradings, private mapping and 
reports that may be had, well records, etc., are continually open to 
study, and where there is no organization to c^^re for them, most of 
it is irrevocable lost. 

Your Commissioners therefore recommend: 

1. The continuance of the co-operative work with the United 
States Geological Survey, and an aurangement with that organiza- 
tion for an increase in the amount of topographic work being done 
within the State. 

2. That geological work be done on behalf of the State. This 
work to partake more essentially of an economic character, with 
local illustrations and references, so as to be easy of local applica- 
tion. To be followed by discussions of a more general character 
as the work progresses. 

3. The publication of the results of such studies in a form and 
style suitable to and corresponding with the value and importance 
of the subjects treated. The form of publication to vary with the 
character of the report. 

4. That a comprehensive plan of distribution be determined, that 
such reports may reach those who will be most benefited by them. 

5. That appropriations be made commensurate with the foregoing 
recommendations: (1) to properly provide for the carrying forward 
of the co-operative work; (2) for the increase of the topographic 
work; (3) for the doing of geological work on behalf of the State 
and the necessary equipment to inaugurate such work, and (4) for 
the publication and distribution of the reports of the work when 
done.

LEGISLATIVE ACTS AND CONTKAOTS. 



AN ACT 

To authorize the topo^aphic and geological survey of the State In co-opera- 
tion with the United States Geological Survey. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the Governor be and is hereby 
authorized to appoint a commission, to consist of three citizens of 
this State, to confer with the Director or Representative of the 
United States Geological Survey and to accept its co-operation with 
this State in the preparation and completion of a contour to- 
pographic and geological survey and map of this States, which is 
hereby authorized to be made. Said commission shall serve without 
pay, but all its necessary expenses shall, on approval by the Gov- 
ernor, be paid out of the State Treasury. Said commission shall 
have power to arrange with the Director or Representatives of the 
United States Geological Survey concerning this survey and map, 
its scale, method of execution, form, and all details of the work, in 
behalf of this State, and may accept or reject the work executed by 
the United States Geological Survey. And it is hereby providecl 
that said map shall accurately show the outlines of all townships, 
counties and extensive wooded areas in this State, as existing on 
the ground at the time of the execution of these surveys; the loca- 
tion of all roads, railroads, streams, canals, lake« and rivers, and 
shall show by contour lines the elevation and depression of the sur- 
face of the country, also location of coal, oil, natural gas and clay 
bearing formations. 

Section 2. For the prosecution of this survey, the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars is hereby appropriated, for the year one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-nine, and twenty thousand dollars for the 
year nineteen hundred; and the Auditor General is hereby authorized 
to draw his orders on the State Treasury for such portions of these 
amounts as may be required, from time to time, from money in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriated, upon vouchers signed by 
two members of the commission; but it is hereby provided that 
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these expenditures shall not be in excess of the amounts expended 
upon the same work by the United States Geological Survey from 
its own funds. The commission shall report to the Governor each 
year. For the purpose of making the surveys hereinbefore pro- 
vided for, it shall be lawful for the persons employed in making the 
same to enter upon all lands within the boundaries of this State, 
but this act shall not be construed as authorizing any unnecessary 
interference with private rights. 

Section 3. This act shall be in effect immediately upon its passage.

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AGREEMENT. 

BETWEEN THE TOPOGRAPHICAL AND GEX)LOGICAL SURVESY COM- 
MISSION OF THE STATE OF PENNSYLVANIA AND THE DIRECTOR OF 
THE UNITED STATES GEOLOGICAL SURVEY, FOR aHE COOPERA- 
TIVE TOPOGRAPHIC AND GEOLOGIC SURVEY OF THE STATE. 



1. The preparation of the maps shall be under the supervision of 
the Director of the United States Geological Survey, who shall 
determine the methods of survey and map construction, in accord- 
ance with the act of Assembly of the State of Pennsylvania, entitled 
"An act to authorize the topographic and geologic survey of the 
State in co-operation with the United States Geological Purvey," 
approved April 28, 1899. 

2. The order in which in point of priority different parts of the 
State shall be surveyed shall be agreed upon in detail between said 
Commission and said Director. 

3. The work shall be based upon the triangulation of the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey, and, wherever this triangulation 
is deficient, it shall be supplemented by said co-operative survey. 

4. The survey shall be executed in a manner sufficiently elaborate 
to prepare a topographic map upon the scale of 1 :62,500 exhibiting 
the hydrography, hysography and public culture; said survey and 
map shall accurately show all township and county boundary lines 
(as established by the State laws at the time of their completion), 
and extensive wooded areas in this State as existing on the ground 
at the time of the execution of these surveys; the location of all 
roads, railroads, streams, canals, lakes and rivers, and shall show 
by contour lines the elevation and depression of the surface of the 
country, also on geologic maps and the location of the coal, oil 
natifral gas, clay-bearing and other geological formations. The 
said topographic maps shall be similar to the sheets already com- 
pleted in this State, and the form of the final publications of the 
geological maps shall be the same as the Geological Atlas of the 
United States Geological Survey. 

The preliminary field maps shall be on such a scale as said Di- 
rector shall select to secure accuracy in the construction of the 
final map. 

5. It is understood and agreed upon that the geological work 
shall follow the topographic survey as closely as consistent with 
economy and in accordance with modem scientific methods. The 
time of beginning this work to be agreed upon between the State 
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Survey Commission of Pennsylvania and the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey. 

6. The hypsography shall be shown by contour lines with vertical 
intervals of 20 feet, and the heights of important points shall be de- 
termined and marked upon fixed and permanent bench marks in 
important and prominent places throughout the counties; also, cor- 
rect meridian points shall be located at each county seat and records 
furnished to the said Commission. 

7. For convenience, the United States Geological Survey shall, 
during the progress of the field work, pay the salaries of the per- 
sons employed therein, while the traveling, subsistence and field 
expenses shall be paid for the same time by the State. For oflSoe 
work on the map the salaries shall be divided between the two agree- 
ing parties in such a way as to equalize all expenses, provided that 
the total cost to the State of Pennsylvania of the field and office 
work and expense of said Commission for the year 1800 and 1900 
shall not be more than forty thousand dollars (|40,0fK)), and, pro- 
vided that the United States Geological Surv(\v shall expend an 
equal amount. 

8. During the progress of the work free access to the field sheets 
and records of the topographers and draughtsmen shall be afiforded 
the State Commissioners for examination and criticism; and should 
they deem that the work is not being executed in accordance with 
this agreement, then the said Commissioners may, on formal notice, 
terminate this agreement. 

9. The resulting maps shall fully recognize the co-operation of 
the State of Pennsylvania. 

10. As the work is completed, the State Commissioners shall 
be furnished by the United States Geological Survey with photo- 
graphic copies of the manuscript sheets; and, when the engraving, 
which is to be done at the cost of the United State Geological 
Survey, is completed, and at all times thereafter, when desired, 
the said Commission shall be furnished by the said Survey with 
transfers at cost of printing from the copper plates of the photo- 
graphic sheets for use in printing editions of said maps.

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AN ACT 

Making: an appropriation to the Topographic and Geologrical Survey of the State 
in co-operation with the United States Geological Survey. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the sum of thirty thousand 
dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, be and the same 
is hereby specifically appropriated to the Commissioners of the Top- 
ographic and Geological Survey, of the State of Pennsylvania, here- 
inafter named, for the fiscal year beginning June one, one thousand 
nine hundred and five, and the sum of thirty thousand dollars, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, for the fiscal years beginning 
June one, one thousand nine hundred and six, for the purpose of 
continuing the topographic and geologic survey of the State, in ac- 
cordance with and subject to the provisions of an act of Assembly, 
entitled "An act to authorize the topographic and geologic survey of 
the State in co-operation with the United States Greological Survey," 
approved the twenty-eighth day of April, Anno Domini one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-nine: Provided, That said Commission 
shall consist of three citizens of this State, to be appointed by the 
Governor, as provided by the said act of April twenty-eight, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety -nine: Provided further. That of 
the above appropriation a sum not to exceed ten thousand dollars, 
for the fiscal year one thousand nine hundred and five, and ten thou- 
sand dollars, for the fiscal year one thousand nine hundred and six, 
may be used by said Commission at its discretion, independently of 
tiie United States Geological Survey, for the purpose of geological in- 
vestigation, survey, mapping and publication, having especial refer- 
ence to the economic resources of the State, giving particular atten- 
tion to its minerals, such as coal, oil, natural gas, clays, cements, 
building stones, and other minerals. 

Approved — ^The eleventh day of May, Anno Domini one thousand 
nine hundred and five, in the sum of |40,000, payable |20,000 during 
the fiscal year beginning June 1, 1905, and |20,000 during the fiscal 
year beginning June 1, 1906. 

I withhold my approval from the remainder of said appropriation, 
for the reason that the condition of the State revenue does not 
justify a larger expenditure at this time*.

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TRI ANGULATION AND PRIMARY TRAVERSE. 

• TRIANGULATION. 

The descriptions and positions published herewith result from the 
field work up to and including the season of 1905. 

The field work in Franklin, Fulton, Bedford, Blair, Huntingdon 
and Cambria counties, was by Mr. Sledge Tatum, topographer, in 
1899, and by Mr. A. H. Thompson, geographer, in 1890. 

Stations occupied in the southwestern portion of the State in 1899 
in the counties of Fayette, Greene, Washington, Westmoreland, 
Allegheny, Beaver, Indiana, Armstrong and Clarion result from the 
field work of Messrs. A. H. Thompson, geographer; S. S. Gannett, 
Sledge Tatum, topographers; D. H. Baldwin and W. R. Harper, 
assistant topographers, and E. L. McNair, field assistant. All posi- 
tions are based upon Maryland Heights and Sugar Loaf of the 
United States Coast and Geodetic Survey, United States Standard 
Datum, distances were checked by a base line measured by Mr. 
S. S. Gannett, on the main line of the Pennsylvania Railroad passing 
through Hillside, Westmoreland county, and check azimuths were 
observed at three primary stations, namely, Krepp, Dawson and 
Hillside, North Base. 

Stations occupied in the same locality in 1900 result from the 
field work of Messrs. Tatum and Baldwin. 

Triangulation during 1899 in the northern part of the State, in 
Tioga and neighboring counties, was based on the New York State 
Survey position, Harrison and Ely. The field work was by Mr. Oscar 
Jonc^, assistant topographer. 

Triangulation for the control of the Carlisle and Gettysburg sheets 
was extended westward from Round Top and Pulpit Rock of the 
United States Coast and Geodetic Survey by Mr. S. S. Gannett, in 
August and September, 1900. 

In 1901 triangulation in the central portion of the State was ex- 
tended from stations Wapsononnock and Tunnel Hill, established 
in 1900, so as to control seven quadrangles in Cambria and Clear- 
field counties. Twenty-two stations were occupied and four sec- 
ondary points were located by Mr. S. S. Gannett, geographer, during 
July, August, September and October, 1901. Connection was made 
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with the work of 1899, in Indiana county, at stations Palmer, McCoy, 
and Nolo, a circuit 370 miles in length thus being completed. 

In 1902 Mr. Sledge Tatum, topographer, extended triangulation 
westward from stations Berries and Little Mahoney eo as to control 
two quadrangles in Perry, Juniata and Snyder counties. Five new 
stations were selected and occupied in September and October, 1902. 

In the spring of 1903, Mr. D. H. Baldwin, topographer, triangu- 
lated two quadrangles northeast of Pittsburg. In the prosecution 
of this work seven new stations based upon Clairview, Rose and 
Steele, were occupied. 

In September, 1904, control for two quadrangles was obtained by 
Mr. George T. Hawkins, topographer, extending triangulations west- 
ward from stations Newport and Peters. In this work six new sta- 
tions were selected, built and occupied. 

During the summer of 1905, Mr. E. L. McNair, topographer, lo- 
cated eight new stations for the control of the Warren and Young- 
ville quadrangles. These stations were based upon Meas and Busti, 
two stations of the United States Geological Survey in Chautauqua 
county. New York, and established by Prof. A. H. Thompson in 1902. 

A number of stations determined by the United States Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, mainly in the anthracite region of Pennsylvania, 
are included in the following list. The mapping of this region by 
the United States Geological Survey, prior to co-operative work, is 
based on these stations. 

A short account of the methods and instruments used in4he prose- 
cution of this work will be found in the description of the "Methods 
of Topographic Surveying," on another page of this report.

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MERIDIAN LIKES AND MAGNETIC DETERMINATIONS. 

The following list embraces the description of the meridian marks 
established by the United States Geological Survey in the course 
of its work. The United States Coast and Greodetic Survey has also 
made a number of magnetic observations throughout the Stat€. In 
this work several meridian lines were established and 'the true bear- 
ings of prominent objects determined. These lines being intended 
for use in testing compasses, extreme accuracy was not required, 
the intention being to have them correct within one minute of arc, 
suificiently accurate for the purpose. This data is compiled from the 
annual reports of the United States Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

ALLEGHENY. ALLEGHENY COUNTY. 1885. 

The station is 171 feet 7 inches due north of the center of the 
transit instrument at Allegheny Observatory. (Old.) 

ALLEGHENY. ALLEGHENY COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in the public park (Riverview) south of the new 
Allegheny Observatory. It is marked by a stone 2 feet long and 6 
inches square at the top, set flush with the ground, and 229.4 feet 
south of the south wall of the front stairway to the main entrance 
of the observatory. A church spire about 2^ miles away bears 30° 
B7'.9 west of true south. 

ALLENTOWN, LEHIGH COUNTY, 19C2. 

The station is in the northwestern part of the Highland Cemetery, 
on the north side of the path between lots 934 and 902, being 32.6, 
50.7, 10.8, 11.7, 34.1 and 26.1 feet, respectively, from the maple tree 
at the northwest corner of lot 933, the center of the face of the grave 
stone to Jacob Keyser on lot 937, the southwest corner of lot 935, 
the northwest corner of lot 903, the maple tree at the southwest 
comer of lot 901, and the southwest corner of lot 933. The station 
is marked 5 by 7 inch sandstone monument lettered U. S. C & G. S. 
1902, and set flush with the ground. The mark used was the ball on 
the spire of Zion's Reform Church, abont IJ miles distant, which 
bears 60** 24'.9 east of true south. The Washington school house 
tower bears 87** 43'.2 east of true south, and the Fifth ward school 
house tower bears 75* 23'.8 east of true south. 
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AX.TOONA, BLAIR COUNTT, 1900. 

Obseryations were made over a copper tack in a stub driven 
almost flush with the ground. It was located on land owned by 
Mr. Scott Gwines, a surveyor of Altoona. 

It is about li or 2 miles in a northerly direction from the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad station on the Juniata Gap road. This stub was 
located 3Q4.6 feet in the rear of Mr. James Young's house, and is 
distant 196.6 feet from the fence just south of the station. The 
mark or range used was the point of the cupola of the Fairfield 
school house. This mark or range bears 26*" 47'.2 east of true south. 
The chimney, of Mr. James Young's house bears 64*" 22'.2 east of true 
south. 

ANDBTRSONBURG, PERRY COUNTT, 1900. 

Observations were made over a point located in the pasture field 
of the Loys, about 800 feet east of the postoffice. This pasture is 
second field from Judge Garber's property and across the road from 
the Loys' barn. The point is distant 161 and 119 feet, respectively, 
from the northwest corner of the Loys' barn, southeast of the sta- 
tion, and from a large apple tree north of the station. It is also 
distant 109, 28, and 109.7 feet, respectively, from the fences south 
and west of the station and the southwest corner of this pasture 
field, next to the road. The mark or range used was the eastern 
ridge of Mr. McKee's barn. This mark or range bears 88** 39'.4 west 
of true south. 

BEAVER. BEAVER COUNTT. 

Location of station: In public park, eastward from court house. 

Station mark: An octagonal sandstone post 60 by 15 by 15 inches, 
set 40 inches in the ground, in the center of the top of which is 
cemented a bronze tablet. 

Distant mark: North of station 603 feet; an octagonal sandstone 
post 70 by 15 by 15 inches, set 40 inches in the ground, in the center 
of the top of which is cemented a bronze tablet. 

Resident referee: The County surveyor. 

BEDFORD. BEDFORD COUNTY, 1902. 

The meridian line established by the county surveyor in 1877 
back of the court house was tested and it was found that the south 
stone bore from the north atone 03.4 west of true south. As this 
station is not suitable for magnetic observations the magnetic sta- 
tion was located on the grounds of the Arandale Hotel south of 
town. It is in the large field back of the hotel, across the brook 
about 200 feet. It is about 150 feet east of the line joining the first 
two apple trees and about 10 feet southeast of a stomp projecting 
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about 6 inches out of the ground. It is 152.0 feet, 173.6 feet and 
181.8 feet, respectively, from the nearest three apple trees. It is 
marked by a marble stone 3 feet long and 9^ inches square, set 
flush with the ground and lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 19Q2. The half- 
inch hole drilled in the center marks the point. The mark used was 
the spire of the Methodist church (the one with a cross), bearing 17** 
51' i west of true north. The spire of the Catholic Church bears 
12° 12' .5 west of true north. 



BBLLEFONTB, CENTER COUNTY, 1901. 

Observations were made over a sandstone post located in a field 
owned by Mr. T. A. Sfioemaker, of Bellefonte, and known as '^Half 
Moon Hill." The post is 7 by 8 inches at the top, projects about 4 
inches above ground, and is lettered U. S. C. & G. S. It is about 
one-quarter of a mile west of the Pennsylvania Railroad station, 
and is between the houses of George Meese and Mrs. Rapp. It is 
113.8 feet from the west corner of George Meese's yard and 113.2 
feet from the south fence of the field next to the road. The tallest 
church spire visible bears f>3° 13'.4 east of true north. The church 
spire with the cross on it bears 36° 50'.9 east of true north. 

BLrOOMSBURG, COLUMBIA COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is on the property of the Sixth District State Normal 
School, or "Bloo^isburg Normal School," being 114 feet from the 
west fence and 49.4 feet from the north fence. The station is 
marked by a marble post, 48 by 3J by 4J inches, and lettered U. S. C. 
& G. S. 1902. The mark used was the Presbyterian Church spire, 
which bears 27° 3r.2 we»t of true south. The tip of the town hall 
bears 32° 38'.8 west of true south. The tip of the tower of the 
High School bears 52° 03'.8 west of true south. 

BROOK VILrLE, JEFFERSON COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is west of the county meridian, in the town reserve 
for church purposes. It is 175 feet more or less northwest of the 
Free Methodist Church, and about 13 feet northeast, 9 feet south- 
east, 38 feet west, and 35 feet northwest, respectively, of four large 
oak trees. The station is marked by a white marble post, 8 by 8 
inches, set flush with the ground, and lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902. 
The mark used was a spire of the Methodist Church, which bears 
2° 26'.9 east of true south. The Catholic Church spire bears 21^ 
41'.! west of true south. The tip of the tower of the court house 
bears 6° 39'.4 west of true south. Declinations were made also over 
the south stone of the county meridian line. 
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BUTLER. BUTLER COUNTY. 1902. 

The station is in the North Side C(»metery, on Monument avenue, 
between blocks 17 and 18. It is 2.5 feet from the north edge of the 
avenue, 67.4 feet from the soutlieast eorner of block 17, and 64.7 feet 
from the southwest corner of block 17. The place is marked by a 
piece of Cleveland sandstone 8 feet long and 6 inches square, set 
flush with the ground, and lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 11)02. The mark 
used was the court house spire, which bears 6° 06'.5 east of true 
south. The Presbyterian Church spire bears 19° 22'.4 east of true 
south. The tip of the Berg monument bears 22° 23'.0 west of true 
north. 

CHAMBERSBURG, FRANKLIN COUNTY,, 1900. 

Observations were made over the center of a granite post about 
midway between the north and south meridian stones of the meri- 
dian line which had been established'at the almshouse farm. It is 
206.1 feet north of the south meridian stone and about 130 feet east 
of a large tree. Its position is well known. The almshouse is 
about li miles east of Chambersburg, and is adjacent to a small 
village called Stoufferstown. The mark or range used was the 
western ridge of a frame building, and it bears 8° 12'.5 east of true 
south. 

CLARION, CLARION COUNTY. 

Location of station: In court house grounds west of the building. 

Station mark: A stone post 48 by 12 by 12 inches, set 42 inches in 
the ground, in the center of the top of which is cemented a bronze 
tablet. 

Distant mark: South of station 401.2 feet, in public park, south 
of Main street; a stone post 48 by 12 by 12 inches, set 42 inches in 
the ground, in center of top of which is cemented a bronze tablet. 

Resident referees: The county commissioners. 

CLARION, CLARION COUNTY. 1902. 

The station is at the south stone of the county meridian line, es- 
tablished by the United States Geological Survey, in the park op- 
posite the court house The center of the clock dial on the court 
house bears 7° 05'.7 west of true south. The old Presbyterian 
Church steeple bears 77° 55'.5 west of true south. Declination ob- 
servations were also made at the north end of the meridian .line, 
showing a large local disturbance. 

CLEAFIELD, CLEARFIELD COUNTY, 1901. 

Observations were made over the south stone of the m. ridian line 
established in 1895 by the county surveyor near the county home. 
This stone is about 50 feet beyond the drive leading from the road 
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into the home. It is of brown sandstone 0.9 by 1.5 feet on top and 
projects about a foot above ground. A similar stone about one- 
fourth mile distant marks the north end of the line. The instru- 
ment was centered over the middle of the west edge of south stone. 
The west edge of the north stone bears 0** 00'.7 east of true north. 
The west corner of the county home bears 29* 18'.1 west of true 
south* The south corner of the same bears 44** 32'.2 west of true 
south. 

COUDERSPORT. POTTER COUNTY. 1902. 

The station is in the Eulalia Cemetery, in the grass path to the 
east of the Armstrong lot. It is 2.4 feet from the point of the 
northwest corner stone of the lot east of the Armstrong lot and 2.8 
feet northeast from the point of the letter A on top of the north- 
east corner stone of the Armstrong lot. It is also 18.1 feet north- 
east of the northeast corner of the base of the Armstrong monu- 
ment. The station is marked by an oak post 8 inches square, set 
flush with the surface of the ground and with a copper rivet on its 
top, which is lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902. The mark used was 
the Catholic Church spire, which bears 71** 48'.0 east of true north. 
The brick stack of the Pentaning tannery bears 61* 28'.3 west of true 
south. 

CARJliISLE. CUMBERLAND COUNTY. 1901. 

Observations were made at the south stone of the meridian line 
located on the fair grounds north of town. The line is about 700 
feet long and is marked by two marble posts 6 inches square and 
lettered U. S. C. & G. S. S. M. (or N. M.) The south stone is 85 feet 
from the south post of the gate leading into the grounds at the south- 
east corner of the track, and also 164.6 feet from the southeast cor- 
ner of the stand within the race track. 

CURWBNSVILLE, CLEARFIELD COUNTY. 1902. 

The station is in Oak Hill Cemetery, almost in the west line of 
Robert Neeper's lot, being 26.4 feet from the southeast corner of the 
southeast marker of J. Hartshorn's lot, 11.8 feet from the southwest 
corner of the base of the Bilger monument, and 16.5 feet from the 
southwest corner of the southeast corner stone of the Bilger lot. 
The station is marked by a sandstone post 5 inches square, set flush 
with the ground, and lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902. The mark used 
was the higher steeple of the Methodist Church, which bears 30* 29M 
west of true south. The tip of the tower of the Patton graded 
school bears 35** 13'.3 west of true south. The north gable point of 
John Robinson's house bears 57° 58'.2 east of true south. 
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DANVILLE. MONTOUR COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in the Keform ('hurch Cemetery, on the south edge 
of the grass-co.vered east and west main road, being 1 foot north of 
the north line of the third lot from the west side of the cemetery, 
80 feet from the west fence, 110 feet from the south fence, and 34.7 
feet south of the southwest corner of the base of the Berger monu- 
ment. The station is marked by a granite post 6 by 6 inches at the 
top, set flush with the ground, and lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902. 
The mark used was the Grove Presbyterian Church spire, which 
bears 84** 48'.2 west of true north. The tip of the tower of the State 
Asylum main building bears 0° 46'.9 west of true south. The tip of 
the tower of the German Catholic Church bears 78° 22'.5 west of 
true north. 

DOYLESTOWN, BUCKS COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in the northern part of the grounds of the National 
Farm School, almost in the line of the memorial elms planted on 
the west side of the institution road leading from the public high- 
way to the main building. It is some 190 or 200 feet from the center 
line of the public road to the north, 18.5 feet west of the center line 
of the institution road, and is 8.9, 37.7, 49.9, and 31.7 ifeet, respec- 
tively, from elms planted in memory of Mrs. J. Miller, Alex. Bein- 
stine, Milton Mayers, and F. Greenburg. The station is marked by 
a 6 by 6 inch marble monument, lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902, and 
projecting 6 inches above the ground. The mark used was the gable 
point on the southeast side of a large barn on a distant knoll, which 
bears 33** 15'.6 west of true north. The base of flag pole on the main 
institution building bears 47° 17'.1 west of true south. The north- 
west edge of the east brick chimney on Burpee's Seed Company ware- 
house bears 85° lOM east of true south. Declination observations 
were made also over the south stone of the county meridian line, 
showing considerable local disturbance. 

BBBNSBURG, CAMBRIA COUNTY. 1901. 

Observations were made over a marble post located in the south- 
east corner of the court house yard. This post is 6^ inches square 
on top, projects about 3 inches above ground, and is lettered U. S. C. 
& G. S. A church spire bears 26° Or.3 east of true north. The 
steeple on the third house south of the southwest corner of the 
court house yard bears 47" 28'.9 west of true south. 

ERIE, ERIE COUNTY, 1885. 

The station is located in the grounds of the marine hospital, 138 
feet one inch east-southeast of the southeast corner of the hosiptal 
building. 
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BASTON. NORTHAMPTON COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in the western part of the Lafayette College 
athletic grounds, inside the 14-foot track. It is probably 700 feet 
northwest from Bache's station of 1841, which was "in yard south of 
Lafayette College." The distances to the center of the track are, 
on the north 148 feet, on the east 295 feet, and on the west 70 feet. 
The station is marked by a marble monument, 6 inches square, let- 
tered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902, and set one-half inch below the surface 
of the ground. The mark used was the spire of St. Mark's Church, 
which bears 37° 25'.9 west of true south. The west tower on Pasa- 
nosa Inn bears 28" 26'.5 east of true north. The ball on chapel clock 
tower bears 53° 35'.4 east of true south. 

ELULALIA POSTOFPICE. OR SHBOFFIBLD JUNCTION, FOREST 
COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in the grounds about Elulia or Howe township 
school, being southwest of the schoolhouse, 53.6 feet from the 
northwest corner of the school and 45.2 feet from the southwest 
corner of the same. It is about 60 feet north of the Standard Oil 
Company's pipe line. The station is marked by a white marble post 
8 inches square on the top, which is lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902 and 
set flush with the ground. The mark used was the east point of the 
Pittsburg and Western Railway station roof, which bears 38° 54'.8 
east of true south. The east gable point of the Sanford house 
bears 34° 53.'3 east of true south. 

BAST EMPORIUM, CAMERON COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in the Wiley Cemetery, 47.6 feet a little nOrth of 
west from the northeast corner of the base of the Colson monu- 
ment, 57.4 feet northwest of the northwest corner of the water table 
of the Dr. S. S. Smith vault, and 2.5 feet from the center of the 
marker at the northeast corner of the "W" lot. The station is 
marked by a 4 by 8 inch flagstone, marked U. S. C. & G. S. 1902, and 
projecting 2 inches above ground. The mark used was the tip of 
the bell tower of Shippen township school, which bears 57** 24'.0 west 
of true north. The south gable point of the house of Mark German 
bears 77** 19'.0 east of true north. The large stack of Brady's fur- 
nace bears 78° 44'.1 west of true north. 

BAST MAUOHCHUNK, CARBON COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in Evergreeil Cemetery, at the north corner of lot 
69, at the junction of three 4-foot paths, being 90J feet from the 
northwest comer of the base of the Mack monument, and 92 feet 
from the northeast corner of the Bowman monument. The station 
is marked by a stone post 5^ by 5J inches, set flush with the ground, 
the top being rounded off and lettered IJ. S. C. & G. S. 1902. The 
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mark used was the Lutheran Church spire in Upper Mauch Chunk, 
which bears 13° 44'.5 west of true south. The iron chimney of the 
power station bears SH" 46'.8 west of true south. 

EAST STROUDSBURG, MONROE COUNTY. 1902. 

The station is in Prospect Cemeter}', about 650 feet sotithwest of 
the entrance gate, and on about the highest point of the main east 
and west road. It is 44 feet from the bottom of the letter T in the 
main name on the Brutzman monument, and 40.4 feet from the top 
of the letter A in the main name on the Dereamer monument, and 
21.7 feet from the first small dogwood tree to the southwest. The 
station is marked by a marble monument, about 7^ inches square 
at the top, set flush with the ground, and lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 
1902. The mark used was the Methodist Church spire in Strouds- 
burg, which bears SI*' 46'.8 west of true south. The base of flag 
pole on State Normal school bears 8° 12'.9 east of true north. The 
Stroudsburg court house tower bears 86° 17'.3 west of true south. 

FANNETTSBURG. FRANKLIN COUNTY. 1900. 

Observations were made over a point located in the pasture field 
of the Rev. Mr. Gordon, about 300 or 350 yards from the hotel. It 
is distant 133.4 and 44.3 feet, respectively, from the northwest cor- 
ner of this pasture field, and from its north fence line. It is distant 
79.2, 63.5 and 46.9 feet, respectively, from three cherry trees north 
of the station, and north of the fence line. It is also distant 48.6 
feet from an apple tree east of the station. The mark or range used 
was the ridge of a barn. This mark or range bears 24° 48'.4 east of 
true south. 

GRBBNSBURG, WESTMORELAND COUNTY. 

Location of station: In park connected with the high school, just 
west of the northwest corner of the building. 

Station mark: A stone post 40 by 8 by 8 inches, set 36 inches in 
the ground, on center of top of which is cemented a bronze tablet. 

Distant mark: South of station 234.4 feet; a stone post similar to 
that at station, set 38 inches in the ground just south of driveway 
and east of Main street. 

Resident referee: The county surveyor. 

GREENSBURG, WESTMORELAND COUNTY, 1901. 

Observations were made at the south stone of the meridian line 
located in the field back of the east wing of the county home. This 
line is marked by two marble posts 6 inches square and lettered 
U. S. C. & G. S. S. M. (or N. M.) The south stone is about 90 feet 
from the hedge fence and about 350 feet distant from the south 
stone. The mark or range used was the right edge of a school 
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building about a mile distant. This mark or range bears 69° 03'.3 
east of true north. 

GREENSBURG. WESTMORELAND COUNTY. 1902. 

The station of 1901 was re-oeeupied. It is the south stone of the 
meridian line established at that time in the field back of the east 
wing of the county home. This line is marked by two marble posts 
6 inches square and 'ettered U. S. C. & G. S. S. M. (or N.M.) The 
south stone is about 90 feet from the hedge fence and about 200 
feet from the wooden fence along the road at the back of the home. 
The north stone is about 350 feet from the south stone. The right 
edge of a school building about a mile distant bears 69** 03'.3 east of 
true north. 

GETTYSBURG, ADAMS COUNTY. 1901. 

Observations were made at the south stone of the meridian line 
about 700 feet long, located on the county farm at the northeast 
edge of the town. The line is marked by dark-grained marble posts 
6 inches square and lettered U. S. C. & G. S. S. M. (or N. M.) The 
south stone is in the large field northwest of the barn. It is imme- 
diately north of the small orchard and 25 feet from the wooden rail 
fence. The mark or range used was the tip of the tower on the main 
college building. This mark or range bears 40** 40'.6 west of true 
south. 

HARRISBURG. DAUPHIN COUNTY. 1901. 

Observations were made at the north stone of the meridian line 
located on Hargests (or Forsters) Island. The line is marked by 2 
marble posts 5i inches square and lettered U. S. C. & G. S. N. M. (or 
S. M.) The north stone is 77.5 feet from the south corner of the 
stable and 77.7 feet from the north comer of the grand stand. The 
mark or range used was the east edge of a tall brick chimney across 
the river. This mark or range bears 8** IS'.O east of true south. The 
flagstaff on the opera house bears 54° 08'.4 east of true north. 

HATBORO, MONTGOMERY COUNTY. 1900. 

Observations were made over a copper tack in a small stake lo- 
cated on the farm of Mr. Harry Woodfall, about a mile east of town. 
This stake is driven in the ground about the center of a pasture field 
south of Mr. Woodfall's house. It is distant 89.5, 186.8, 216.2 and 
230.1 feet, respectively, from the west, from the south, from the east 
fences of this pasture field, and from its northwest corner next to 
the road. It is also distant 301.2 Unit from a cherry tree near the 
southwest corner of Mr. WoodfalFs hou8<*. The mark or range used 
was the lightning rod on the cui>ohi of Mr. John Lloyd's barn. This 
mark or range bears 2V 54'.8 west of true south. 
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HONESDALE. WAYNE COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is on the property of Henry Z. Russell, on Irving Cliflf, 
some 320 feet above general elevation of the town, and about 1,400 
feet northeast of the court house. It is east of the Lackawaxen 
River on a projection of red shale overhanging the river, and about 
in line of the railway water tank and the flag pole on Irving Cliff. 

The station is marked by a one inch square stub about 8 inches 
long. Five holes were drilled in the rock ledge as reference marks, 
the station being 25.9 feet in a northeasterly direction from one of 
these holes drilled in the surface of the ledge and 36.9 feet in a 
southwesterly direction from a second hole drilled in the face of the 
ledge. The mark used was the Bethany Church steeple, about 3^ 
miles distant which bears 35° 56'.0 west of true north. The Epis- 
copal Church spire in Honesdale bears 24** 40'.5 west of true south. 
The German Catholic Church tower in Honesdale bears 5° 18'.8 west 
of true south. Declination observations were made also over the 
south stone of the county meridian line in the court-house grounds. 

HUNTINGDON. HUNTINGDON COUNTY, 1900. 

Observations were made over a tack in a stub located on the farm 
of Mr. J. Murray Africa, C. E., situated on the Lower Rock Creek 
road, east of Huntingdon. Mr. Africa established a meridian line 
on his farm in 1880 and marked it with meridian stones about 2 by 
5 inches on top. The ceifter is marked with a cross in a lead bolt. 
On account of the nature of the ground these stones could not be 
occupied. The stub is distant 21.46 feet south of the north meridian 
stone and 244.5 feet north of the south meridian stone. It is also 
distant 21.6 feet from a fence near the north stone and 81.3 feet 
from a fir tree southeast of the station. The mark or range u«ed was 
the cupola of the court house tower. This mark or range bears 
48" 4r.2 west of true south. 



INDIANA, INDIANA CHDUNTY. 

Location of station: In Normal School grounds, eastward from the 
main building. 

Station mark : A sandstone post 40 by 8 by 8 inches, set 38 inches 
in the ground, in the center of the top of which is cemented a bronze 
tablet. Reference mark: Southeast corner of Normal School build- 
ing; fi. 88" 03' W., distant 156.75 feet. 

Distant mark: North of station 627.3 feet; a sandstone post simi- 
lar to station mark, set 38 inches in the ground. Reference mark: 
Southeast corner of Model School building, S. 70° 10' W., distant 
156.5 feet. 
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INDIANA, INDIANA COUNTY, 1901. 

Observations were made over the south stone of the meridian 
line established in 1899 by the United States Geological Survey on 
the campus of the Indiana State Normal School This stone is in 
front of the south front of the main building and about 75 feet 
nearly south of the fountain. The stones are 6 inches square on 
top and have copper disks sunk into them. They project several 
inches above ground. The mark or range used was the spire of the 
United Presbyterian Church. This mark or range bears 41** 52'.7 
east of true north. 

INGL.EBY. CENTER COUNTY, 1900. 

Observations were made over a large rock, a corner of which 
prospects above the ground. This rock is marked by a cross with a 
small hole marking the center. It is located in a clump of trees 
about three-eighths of a mile north of the railway station and about 
one-fourth of a mile east of the Baker stock farm. It is distant .65.5, 
60.5, 73.5 and 59 feet, respectively, from a small cherry tree, from a 
chestnut tree, from a pine tree, and from an oak bush. The mark or 
range used was a pine tree on the mountain. This mark or range 
bears T 42'.3 west of true south. 

KEATING, CLJNTON COUNTY. 1902. 

The station is in the yard of the Keating School, being 36.2 feet 
southwest from the northwest corner of the schoolhouse, 38.5 feet 
from the southwest corner of the same, 31 feet north of a pine tree, 
and 24 feet east of a blazed tree. The station is marked by a 4 by 8 
inch flagstone, set flush with the ground and lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 
1902. The mark used was the north gable point of the store near 
the station, which bears 37° 26'.2 east of true south. The tip of the 
Philadelphia and Erie Railway tank bears T 59'.9 west of true south. 
The center of the west end tie bolt in the upper south corner of the 
west truss of the Philadelphia and Erie Railway bridge bears 68° 
16'.2 east of true south. 

KITTANNING, ARMSTRONG COUNTY. 

Location of station: In grounds connected with city reservoir, 
about one-fourth mile north of court house. 

Station mark : Stone post 36 by 8 by 8 inches, set 33 inches in the 
ground, in the center of the top of which is cemented a bronze tablet. 
Reference marks: Board f(»nc(s eaa*^ 08.1 fe(»t; board fence, south 4 
feet. 

Distant mark: North of station (across the reservoir), about 400 
feet, a post similar to that at the south station. Reference marks: 
Board fence*, east 49 feet; board fence, north 4.2 feet. 
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KITTANNING. ARMSTRONG COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is on the reservoir grounds of the water company and 
is in the meridian line established by the United States Geological 
Survey. The station is marked by a copper nail in the top of a stub, 
which is 24.5 feet south of the north stone of the meridian line, 28.5 
feet from the north fence, and 50.8 feet from the east f(»nce. The 
mark used was the spire of the Lutheran Church, seen just to the 
right of a large brick chimney, and bears 54° 28'.4 west of true south. 

LANCASTER, LANCASTER COUNTY, 1901. 

Observations were made at a point 32J feet east and 2 feet north 
of the south stone of a meridian line on the grounds of the Chil- 
dren's Home in the southeast quarter of the city. This line is 
about 400 feet long and is marked by two limestone posts 8 inches 
square, projecting 3 inches above ground, and lettered U. S. C. & 
G. S. N. M. (or S. M.) The centers of the drill holes in the stones 
designate the meridian line. 

LEBANON, LEBANON COUNTY, 1901. 

Observations were made at the south stone of a meridian line 500 
feet long located in the first field west of the county almshouse. The 
line is marked by marble posts G \ inches square, projecting 4 inches 
above ground, and lettered U. S. C. & G. S. N. M. (or S. M.) The 
south stone is on the south side of the creek and 9 feet from the 
fence along the road. The north stone is on the other side of the 
creek and 10 feet from the fence. The mark or range used was the 
church spire, which bears 1° 17'.8 west of true north. 

LEWISBURG, UNION COUNTY, 1900. 

Observations were made over a point located in the college cam- 
pus, about 300 feet south of the college building, om the right-hand 
side of the road leading to the main building, and near the fork in 
the roads. It is in line with a ro\^ of shade trees and is distant 31.2 
and 65 feet, respectively, from the first tree east and from the first 
west of the station.* The mark or range used was the central light- 
ning rod on Mr. Frank Miller's barn. This mark or range bears 48° 
04'.2 west of true south. 

LOCK HAVEN, CLINTON COUNTY, 1901. 

Observations were made over a white marble post 6^ inches 
square, projecting 3^ inches above ground, and lettered U. S. C. & 
G. S. This post is on a piece of public land along the river front, 
east of the wooden bridge. It is 16 feet from the river bank and 62 
feet east of the canal. The southeast edge of a house with four pil- 
lars, across the river, bears 23° 00'.4 east of true north.

LEWISTOWN, MIFFLIN COUNTY, 190C. 

Observations were made over the south stone of the county meri- 
dian line established on the almshouse farm, about three-fourths of 
a mile northeast of town. These stones are five inches square, and 
they can be easily found. One is near a private road and the other is 
near a public road. The mark or range used was the tip of the 
court house dome. This mark or range bears 72** 24'.6 west of true 
south. 

MANSFIELD, TIOGA COUNTY. 

Location of station: Southwest of South Hall, State Normal 
School. 

Station mark: Sandstone post 42 by 8 by 8 inches, set 40 inches in 
the ground, in center of top of which is cemented a brona^ tablet. 
Reference mark : Academy street (curb), 14 feet west. 

Distant mark: North of station 213.5 feet; a sandstone post sim- 
ilar to station mark. Reference marks: Walk, 4.5 feet north; South 
Hall, 87.7 feet east. 

MASON AND DIXON LINE, FAYETTE COUNTY, 1897. 

The observations were made at a point in the field 273 feet north 
of the Michler monument, which marks the intersection of the Mich- 
ler meridian line with the Pennsylvania or Mason and Dixon line. 

MEADVILLE, CRAWFORD COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in St. Bridget's Catholic Cemetery, in the prospec- 
tive addition, east of the older portion, being 75.1 feet from the 
northeast corner of the base of the Garry monument and 96.6 feet 
from the northeast corner of the base of the Lyons monument. The 
station is marked by a white marble stone 7^ inches by 7f inches at 
the top, which is lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902, and projects 1 inch 
above ground. The mark used was the State Street Church tower, 
which bears 17** 19'.5 west of true north. The Presbyterian Church 
spire bears 18° 03'.3 west of true north. The tower of Allegheny 
College bears 18° 46'.5 west of true north. 

MERCER, MERCER COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in the cemetery at the south side of a road and to 
the north of the Pearson lot, being 42.9 feet from the northwest cor- 
ner of the base of the Wallace monument, 42.1 feet from the base 
of the James McKee monument, and 37.6 feet from the base of the 
Howard monument. The station is marked by a white marble stone, 
6 inches square at the top, which is flush with the ground and let- 
tered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902. The mark used was the Methodist 
Church tower, which bears 21° 29'.2 east of true north. The court 
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house tower bears 5*^ 57'.6 west of true north. The high school tower 
bears 19** 19'.7 ea»t of true north. Declination observations were 
made also over the south stone of the county meridian line in the 
court house grounds. 

MILPORD, PIKE COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in the Milford Cemetery, almost in the straight line 
joining the Beam and Kleinhaus monuments, between which it is 
located, being 40.5 feet from the center of a star on the south face 
of the Kleinhaus monument, 46.6 feet from the top of the "A" in the 
main name on the Beam monument, about 85 feet east of the Baker 
vault and 4 feet north of the edge of the main cemetery read. It is 
marked by a copper rivet set in a cedar post 4^ inches in diameter, 
set flush with the ground. The mark used was the south gable point 
of the Villa Inn, which bears 31° 08'.5 east of true north. The south 
gable point of Doctor Reed's residence bears 26° 08'.4 east of true 
north. The south gable point of Doctor De Placets residence bears 
36" 24'.3 east of true north. Observations for declination were made 
also at the south stone of the county meridian, showing a large local 
disturbance. 

MIDDLEBURG, SNYDER COUNTY. 1901. 

Observations were made over a wooden stub driven all but 2 inches 
into the ground. This stub is located in a small orchard back of 
the house and stable of Mr. J. F. Stetler. It is 43.3 feet from the 
corner of the stable, 17.2 feet from the line of the stable produced on 
the west side, and 28 feet from a small apple tree (the one closest to 
the stable). The center of the ball on the church tower beajrs 32° 
53'.3 west of true north. 

MONTROSE, SUSQUEHANNA COUNTY. 1902. 

The station is the south stone of the county meridian line. It 
is about 300 feet northeast from the court house, in the public 
square. The meridian line is marked by two granite posts, 6^ by 
10 inches at the top and projecting 2 feet above-ground. The mark 
used was the south gable point of a small frame house to the north- 
west, which bears 30° 51'.5 west of true north. The court house 
tower bears 58" 55'.8 west of true south. 

NEWCASTLE, LAWRENCE COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in Graceland Cemetery, in the reserve, and in the 
approximate center of a large circular plat, some 250 yards west of 
the sexton's house. It is 7.1 feet northeast *of the center stake of 
the circular reserve plat and 71.7 feet northwest from the north- 
west corner of the base of the monument on the southeastern edge 
of the same plat. The station is marked by a black marble stone 
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8^ inches square, chamfered at the top, which is lettered U. S. C. & 
G. S. 1902, and projects 1.5 inches. The Methodist Church spire in 
Groton bears 19° 22'.4 west of true south. The spire of the ceme- 
tery chapel bears 74'' 26'.6 west of true north. The south gable point 
of the McKee house bears V 35'.9 west of true north. 

NEWPORT, PERRY COUNTY, 1900. 

Observations were made over a point located on the property of 
Mr. Gibson Fickes, about three-eighth of a mile north of the town, 
about 350 feet east of the Pennsylvania Railway, and northeast of 
the ball grounds. This point is in line with the Fickes' farm house 
and the chimney of a brick factory. It is also in line with Mr. 
Fickes' barn and the residence of Mr. Myers. It is distant 252.8, 
^91.2 and 134 feet, respectively, from the southeast corner of the 
foundation of the large barn northwest of the station, from the 
southeast corner of a farmhouse southwest of the station, and from 
the center of North Fourth street, east of the station. It is also 
distant ^.5, 113.3 and 108.5 feet, respectively, from the fences north, 
south and east of the station. It is distant 78.4 and 64.8 feet, re- 
spectively, from two large cherry trees northeast of the station. 
The mark or range used was the spire of the Presbyterian church. 
This mark or range bears 44° 35'.6 east of true south. 

PENBRYN OR CARPENTER POSTOFFICE, LYCOMING COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in the school grounds of the Carpenter school,' 
being 40 feet northwest from the northeast corner of the school 
foundation and 41.8 feet from the northwest corner of the school 
foundation. Six holes were drilled as reference marks in the out- 
croppings of red shale. 

The station is 5.5 feet southeast of one of these drill holes and 
5 feet northwest of a second. The chimney of the Kiff house about 
2^ miles distant bears 29° 36'.1 east of true north. The west gable 
of the Northern Central Railway station bears 6° 40'.5 east of true 
north. 

PHII^DELPHIA, PHILADELPHIA COUNTY, 1890 (GIRARD COLLEGE). 

The station is marked by a dres ed marble post 18 inches long 
and 4 by 4 inches on top and lettered U. S. C. 1?^. It is sunk flush 
with surface of the ground, and is distant 109 feet from the outer 
edge of the curbstone of the paved road running through the college 
grounds, just south of the mechanical school building. It is also 
distant 295 feet from the inner edge of the western stone wall 
around these p'rounds. No longer suitable for magnetic observa- 
tions. 
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PHILADELPHIA, PHILADELPHIA COUNTY, 1895. 

Observations were made over a dressed marble post 4 inches by 
4 inches by 30 inches, with intersecting grooves, sunk flush with sur- 
face of the ground. This post is located in the grounds of the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital for the Insane, near Forty-first and West Market 
streets, distant 50 yards from the center of the Doric Summer 
House. The marlc or range used was the spire of the Reformed 
Episcopal church and bears 14° 55'.3 east of true south. Rod on the 
chimney of the "Fisher Ward North" bears 70° 47'.0 west of true 
north. 

POTTSVILLE, SCHUYLKILL COUNTY, 1900. 

Observations were made over a point located on the farm of 
Mrs. Germy, about one-half mile northwest of the court house. 
Tliis point is on the south slope of a hill southwest of Mrs. Germy's 
house, distant 51.4 feet from a lone tree which is in line between 
this point and the court house tower. The mark or range used was 
the cross on St. John's Church, which is seen over Mrs. Germy's 
house. This mark or range bears 2T 28M east of true south. 

READING, BERKS COUNTY, 1900. 

Observations were made over a point located on the farm of Mr. 
W^i'liam Irwin, which is about 2 miles from Reading in a southerly 
direction, and is about 1 mile east of the "Kicks House.'^ The point 
is located in*the field west of Mr. Irwin's house and orchard. It is 
near the public road in the northwest corner of his field, and is dis- 
tant 14.5 and 84.8 feet, respectively, from its north and west fences. 
It is also distant 86.5 and 46 feet, respectively, from the central 
trees of two clumps of cherry trees across the road from this 
station. The mark or range used was the ridge of an old barn over 
the ridge to the southward. This mark or range bears 9° 39'.0 west 
of true south. 

RIDGWAY, ELK COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in the Catholic Cemetery in the path to the south 
of lot 89 and is 2.7 feet northeast of the northwest corner of the 
lot southeast of lot 89 and 2.2 feet southeast of the southwest 
corner of the lot east of lot 89. 

The station is marked by a white marble post 5 by 7 inches, set 
flush with the ground and lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902. The mark 
used was the spire on the residence of X. T. Arnold which bears 
62° 40'.5 west of true south. The north gable point of the Elk 
County General Hospital bears 46° 12'.7 east of true south. The 
Lutheran Church tower bears 5° 46'.6 east of true south. Declina- 
tion observations were made also at the north end of the county 
meridian line, showing considerable local disturbance.

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ROCKY GROVE (FRANKLIN), VENANGO COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in Franklin Cemetery, in a path between lots 16 
and 17 of seetion S, being 3 feet from the southwest corner of lot 
17 and 2.8 feet from the southeast corner of lot 16. The station is 
marked by a blue marble stone 5| inches square at the top, which 
is letterd U. S. C. & G. S. 1902 and projects 1^ inches. The mark 
used was the north gable point of H. F. James' residence, which 
bears 84° 16'.5 east of true north. The southeast corner of the hos- 
pital bears 37° 53'.3 west of true south. The east gable of the F. 
Mitchell vault bears 28° 14'.5 east of true south. 

SATTERFIELD, SULLIVAN COUNTY. 1902. 

The station is in the yard about the Satterfield school, in what is 
known as Cherry Flats, Cherry tow^nship, being 71.5 feet northeast 
of the northeast corner of the foundation of the school building, 
48.6 feet a little south of east from a maple tree, and 66 feet a little 
south of west from a second maple tree. The station is marked by 
a marble post, 6 by 6 inches, projecting 1 inch and lettered U. S. C. 
& G. S. 1902. The north gable point on P. Hennessy's barn bears 
37° 25'.7 west of true south. The flag pole at Liken's colliery bears 
24° 36'.3 east of true south. 

The north gable point of M. Waldron's house bears 4° 37'.9 east of 
true south. 

SCR ANTON, LACKAWANNA COUNTY, 1902. • 

A meridi-an line was located in Nay-Aug Park, to be used as a 
county meridian line. It is marked by granite posts 5^ feet long, 
dressed to 1 foot square for 1 foot from the top. The two stones are 
about 544 feet apart on opposite sides of Nay-Aug Creek, the line 
joining them passing over the tunnel of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad. The north stone projects, about 8 inches 
above ground, and has a top in the form of a flat pyramid, a drill hole 
at the apex marking the exact point. 

It is 800 or 900 feet southeast from the merry-go-round. The south 
stone projects about 1 foot above ground, and has a north and 
south groove in its top surface. It is capped by a bronze plate. 
Magnetic observations were made at the north stone. From it the 
tower tip to the right of the chimney on L. A. Watres' mansion 
bears 81" OO'.O east of true north. 

SILVER LAKE, SUSQUEHANNA COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is on the Rose Bros, property. The station is in the 
orchard to the southeast of the Kose house, and amost in line of 
the westernmost row of apple trees, being between the ninth and 
tenth trees, counting from the north end of the row. The station 
is marked by a marble monument 6 by 6 inches, set with the top 
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somewhat below the general surface of the ground, and lettered 
U. S. C. & G, S. 1902. The west gable point of the Oasville house 
bears 65** 22'.6 east of true north. The north gable point of the 
Rose sawmill bears 63'' 59'.3 east of true south. The south gable 
point of the Rose house bears 55° 17'.7 west of true north. 

SLATE RUN. LYCOMING COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in a cemetery reserve, across the creek from the 
railway station, on the Tomb property. The station is 55.9 feet 
northeast of a blazed pine, 24.7 feet a little north of east from the 
southeast corner of the base of the Dan Sandier monument, 22.8 feet 
a little east of south from the southeast corner of the base of the 
Tomb monument, 54.4 feet southwest of a blazed pine and 76.1 feet 
northwest of a double apple tree. The station is marked by a copper 
rivet set in a 1 by 1 by 30 inch stake, driven flush with the ground 
and surrounded by a cairn of stone. The mark used was the spire 
of the Methodist Church, which bears 32° 47'.5 east of true north. 
The southwest corner of the Slate Run schoolhouse bears 62° 43'.7 
east of true south. 

SMETHPORT, McKEAN COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is 'ocated in the approximate center of the Oak Hill 
Cemetery, in the grass footpath. at the northeast corner of the Wil- 
liams lot. It is 12.1 feet northeast of the northeast corner of the 
base of the Williams monument and 42.5 feet a little south of west 
from the southwest corner of the base of the Thomm monument. A 
sandstone slate marker, 5f inches square, tapering to 1^ inches 
square, lettered U. S. C. S. and projecting 2^ inches above ground, 
marks the station. The mark used was the court house tower, 
about three fourths of a mile distant, which bears 58° 25'.3 west of 
true north. The Episcopal Church spire bears 58° 40'.9 west of true 
north. The west gable point on Coombs' barn bears 50° 45'.9 east of 
true south. 

SOMERSET, SOMERSET COUNTY, 1901. 

Observations were made over the wooden post midway between 
the ends of the meridian line established in the court house yard. 
The ends are marked by cast iron bars about 4 feet long, firmly set 
in stones. This line was established by the county surveyor in 1875. 

SOMERSET, SOMERSET COUNTY, 1902. 

The station of 1901 was reoccupied. It is in the court house yard 
at a wooden post midway and in line between the north and south 
monuments of the county meridian line. The station is 20.5 feet 
east of the west fence of the court house yard and 66 feet from the 
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south meridian monument. The left edge of Mr. Dice Woy's house 
bears 35' ()3'.7 east of true north. 



TIONESTA, FOREST COUNTY. 1902. 

The station is in the Riverside Cemetery of the I. O. O. F., at the 
intersection of the main avenues of the cemetery, being at the north- 
east corner of lot 42, section D, belonging to Robert Hunter. It 
is 30.3 feet from the northeast corner of the base of the Hunter 
monument, 24.7 feet from the northwest corner of the base of the 
Wenk monument and 72 feet from the northwest corner of the base 
of the Robinson monument. The station is marked by a marble 
post 5i inches square at the top, which is flush with the ground and 
lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902. The mark used was the east gable 
of J. F. rroper*s house, which bears T 42'.6 east of true south. The 
north gablaof Q. Jamison's house bears 10" Sl'.C west of true south. 
The west gable iK>int of Mrs. Kennison's house bears 33° 42' .3 east of 
true north. 



TOWANDA. BRADFORD COUNTY. 1902. 

The station is in Oak Hill Cemetery, in the third triangular grass- 
plat on the east side of the cemetery, counting from the entrance 
gate. It is 99.3 feet northwest of the northwest corner of the base 
of the Putnam monument, and 87 feet a little south of west from the 
northwest corner of the base of the Pratt monument. The station 
is marked by a marble post G by 6 inches, projecting 2 inches and 
lettered U. S. C. & G. S. 1902. The mark used was the Hornbrook 
Church steeple, which bears 24° 53'.5 west of true north. The Meth- 
odist Church spire in Xorth Towanda bears 7° 55'.0 west of true 
north. The north gable point on George H. Wood's house bears 
7G° 03M east of true south. 



TUNKHANNOCK, WYOMING COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in Sunnyside Cemetery on a piece of reserve ground 
at the center of the cemetery, being 22.3 feet southeast from the 
Kunzman monument, 30.4 feet east of the northeast corner of the 
base of the Billings monument and 15.3 feet west of the small Wal- 
ter monument. The station is marked by a St. Lawrencre marble 
lK>st 6 by 6 inches, projecting about 1 inch and lettered U. S. C. & 
G. S. 1902. The mark used was the cross on the Methodist Church 
spire, which bears 88' OO'.O west of true south. The court house 
tower bears 89° 04'.0 west of true south. The w(»st gable point on 
Charles Lane's house bears 83° 04M east of true north. 
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UNIONTOWN, FAYETTE COUNTY. 1?01. 

Observations were made at the South stone of the meridian line 
located on the fair grounds, north of the town. This line was es- 
tablished by the county in 1851. It is about 1,200 feet lonp; and is 
marked by drill holes in two rough stone posts 4 by 7 inches and 
projecting 6 inches above ground The north stone is 2^ feet from 
the wooden fence opposite the north end of the race track. The 
south stone is within the track and is 3 feet from the south end of 
the track. The tip of the court house tower bears 8° 43'.3 east of 
true south. 

WARREN, WARREN COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in the Oakland Cemetery of the I. O. O. F. It is 
in the center of a path between lots 24 and 23, belonging to J. R. 
Bowers and L. P. Rogers, respectively. The station is 31 feet 
southeast of the southeast comer of the base of the Eddy monu- 
ment, 61.1 feet west of the southwest corner of the base of the 
Burgie monument and 34.4 feet northeast of the northwest corner 
of the base of the Boon Magee monument. The station is marked 
by a while marble post, 5 inches square at the top, which is three- 
fourths inch below the general surface and lettered IT. S. C. & G. S. 
1902. The mark used was the court house tower, which bears 16" 
27'.0 west of true north. The iron stack of the Briggs-Ellis Re- 
finery bears 31° 05'.9 east of true north. The large brick stack at 
the center of the Cornplanter Refinery bears 76° 03'.3 east of true 
south. Declination observations were made also over the south 
stone of the county meridian line, showing considerable local dis- 
turbance. 

WASHINGTON, WASHINGTON COUNTY. 

Location of station: A few feet north of sidewalk, on the south 
side of and near the southwest corner of the campus of Washington 
and Jefferson College. 

Station mark: A sandstone post 48 by 12 by 12 inches, set about 
40 inches in the ground, in the center of top of which is cemented a 
bronze meridian tablet. 

Distant mark: North of station 482 feet, a sandstone post about 
48 by 12 by 12 inches, set about 36 inches in the ground, in the 
center of top of which is cemented a bronze meridian tablet. 

WASHINGTON. WASHINGTON COUNTY, 1901. 

Observations were made over the south stone of the meridian 
line located on the front campus of Washington and Jefferson Col- 
lege.

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WAYNESBURG, GREEN COUNTY, 1901. 

Observations were made over the north stone of the meridian 
line. This is a stone set in a larger stone about 2 feet square. It is 
about 300 feet north of the public school and Waynesburg College. 
The south stone is in the sidewalk near the northwest corner of the 
court house. This line was established by the county in the year 
1850. This station was reoccupied in July, 1902, for the purpose of 
testing the meridian line established by the county surveyor in 1850. 
It was found that the south stone instead of bearing due south from 
the north stone bears 0" 34'.8 west of true south. 

WAYNESBURG, GREEN COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is at the north stone of the county meridian line es- 
tablished in 1850. This north stone is aboift 300 feet north of 
Waynesburg College and the city public school, in the street run- 
ning north and south and just west of the courthouse.

Declination observations were made also over the south monu- 
ment of the meridian line. 
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WBSTOVER, CLEAFIELD COUNTY. 1902. 

The station is in the cemetery adjacent to the Baptist Church 
in a north and south path between the Mitchell and Rishel lots, 
being 21.7 feet north of the west corner of the base of the Rishel 
monument, and 27.7 feet southeast of t^e southeast corner of the 
Tubbfi monument. The station is marked by a copper rivet set in 
a hard-wood post 2 inches square, set flush with the ground. The 
mark used was the steeple of the Ashurite Church, which bears 
57° ll'.O west of true south. The steeple of the Baptist Church 
bears 69° 13'.8 west of true north. The west gable of the house of 
Ellis Westover bears 76° 24'.8 east of true north. 

WEST CHESTER, CHE^STER COUNTY, 1901. 

The station is on the athletic grounds of the West Chester Nor- 
mal School. It is 57 paces west of the starting posts for the 100- 
yard dash, and 13.5 feet north of the straight cinder track, and is 
marked by a block of marble 12 inches square, projecting several 
inches above the ground. The Episcopal church tower bears 5° 0;)'.4 
west of true north. The base of the flag pole on the public school- 
house bears V 16'.2 east of true north. 

ViriLKES-BARRE, LUZERNE COUNTY, 1902. 

The station is in Ashley Cemetery in a path between two lots 
off the main road, being 38.8 feet southwest of the southwest cor- 
ner of the base of the Auman monument, 41 feet north of the north- 
east corner of the base of the O'Connell monument and 31).8 feet 
southeast of the south corner of the base of the Biggs monument.

Station mark: Sandstone post 40 by 8 by 8 inches, set 36 inches in 
the ground, in the center of the top of which is cemented a bronze 
tablet. 

Distant mark: North of station 519.3 feet, a sandstone post simi- 
lar to station mark. 

Resident referee: R. H. Faries, civil engineer. 

Location of station: Pennsylvania Park, 
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WILLI AMSPORT, LYCOMING COUNTY. 1901. 

Observations were made over the south stone of the nreridian 
line established in Brandon Park by the United States Geological 
Survey. The line is about 500 feet long and is marked by stone 
posts 0.40 by 0.65 foot cross section. 

These posts project about 4 inches above ground and have copper 
disks inserted in their tops with cross marks cut in the copper to 
mark the exact points. The south stone is about 100 feet east, 
slightly north, of a large granite drinking fountain. 

YORK, YORK COUNTY. 

Station mark: A sandstone post, 40 by 6 by 6 inches, having a 
bronze tablet cemented in its top, and set 36 inches in the ground, 
430 feet east of center of Water street and 57 feet north of center 
of Fulton street.

^The line is marked by two granite posts 6 inches square and let- 
tered U. S. C. & G. S. S. M. (or No. M.) The south stone is south, 
a little east, of the only tree in the interior of the field, 19 feet from 
the tree, 510 feet from the wooden fence along the road, and 452 
feet from the creek bank. The mark or range used was the flagstaff 
on the foundry across the top of an iron bridge. This mark or 
range bears 12** 29'.3 west of true south.

RESULTS OF SPIRIT LEVELING IN PENNSYLVANIA FOR 
THE YEARS 18D9 TO 1905, INCLUSIVE.

INTRODUCTION. 

The readjustment in 1903 of the precise-level net in the easter** 
portion of the United States by the United States Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey necessitated a corresponding readjustment of all spirit- 
level heights of the United States Geological Survey dependent 
thereon. 

All results of leveling in Pennsylvania previously published in 
Appendixes to Reports of the Director of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey and in Bulletin No. 185, as well as levels not pre- 
viously published, have therefore been readjusted, rearranged by 
quadrangles, and collected herewith in one publication. Additional 
work done in 1902 on Sideling Hill quadrangle, Fulton county, will 
be reported on when the work in that quadrangle is completed. 
Descriptions and elevations of bench marks are given in forty-two 
counties, furnishing vertical control for one-foufth of the total 
area of the State. 

The field work was done under the direction of Mr. H. M. Wilson, 
geographer, and under the immediate supervision of Messrs. Frank 
Sutton and R. D. Cummin, chiefs of section, United States Geolo- 
gical Survey, in co-operation with the State of Pennsylvania, by 
various topographers and levelmen of the United States Geological 
Survey, to whom due credit is given under the different headings 
listed in the following pages. The office work of adjustment was 
principally done by Mr. D. H. Baldwin, topographer, under the super- 
vision of Mr. S. S. Gannett, geographer in charge of the triangula- 
tion and computing section. 

The elevations are arranged according to the degree of accuracy 
of their determination, precise and primary. The former are de- 
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termincd by lines of levels run either in both forward and backward 
directions or by simultaneous double-rodded lines, a high-grade in- 
strument being used and six»cial precautions being taken in obser- 
vations and reductions to correct errors and make the line contin- 
uously good throughout. The latter or primary levels are deter- 
mined with the Y level, precautions being taken against only the 
principal errors and the levels being run mostly in circuits of single 
lines. The allowable limit of error observed on the precise work 
already done by the Geological Survey in this State is represented 
in feet by 0.03 v^D and that for the primary work by 0.05VD, in 
which D is the length of circuit in miles* 

The bench marks described in the following list are of two general 
forms. First, a circular bronze or aluminum tablet 3^ inches in 
diameter and one-fourth inch thick, appropriately lettered, having 
a three-inch stem cemented into a drill hole, generally in the vertical 
walls of public buildings, bridge abutments, or other substantial 
masonry structures. The second form, employed where masonry or 
rock is not accessible, consists of a hollow wrought iron post 4 feet 
in length and 3^ inches in outer diameter, split at the bottom and 
expanded to 12 inches, so as to prevent both the easy subsidence 
of the post and its being maliciously pulled out of the ground. The 
iron is heavily' coated with asphalt, and over the top of the post is 
riveted a bronze tablet similar to that described above. 

The numbers stamped upon the bench marks as described in the 
following lists represent the elevations to the nearest foot above 
mean sea level, as determined by unadjusted levels in the field. 
They have been subjected to changes resulting from the adjustments 
necessary to close circuits and to those resulting from reduction to 
mean sea level through readjustment of the precise-level net of the 
United States. In some cases the finally accepted elevations as 
printed herein differ from those submitted as bench-mark numbers 
by 1 or 2 feet. This method of numbering bench marks has been 
adopted where many levelmen are working in the same area at the 
same time, as less liable to lead to confusion in identification of 
bench marks than any attempt at serial numbering, and because the 
bench mark number at the same time gives an approximate state- 
ment of the elevation. It is assumed that engineers and others 
finding these bench marks so stamped in the field will communicate 
with the director of the United States Geological Survey in order to 
obtain the accepted elevation to hundredths or thousandths of a 
foot. 

Any person finding bench marks in the following lists mutilated 
or destroyed will confer a favor by notifying the Director, United 
Stales Geological Survey, Washington, D. C.
